JUST A PLAIN GRAB. 


England’s Itch for Land the Cause of 
the Trouble. 
Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

NEW YORK, Sept. 23.—Patrick S. Triges, 
an American living in Johannesburg and 
ene of the biggest mining operators in the 
Transvaal, has just returned from that 
country. He says the present trouble be- 
tween England and the Transvaal is sim- 
ply an attempt by Great. Britain to grab 
more territory. After 11 years’ residence 
in the Boer Republic, Mr. Triggs says he 
is convinced this is the real motive for 
English action. This agitation in the Trans- 
vaal is the outcome of a lot of scheming 
work that has been done by the South 
African League. It is an attempt by the 
British government, backed up by this 
league, to secure the repubiic. The cap- 
italists have nothing to do with the mat- 
ter. They are merely ho.ding 
money until peace comes again. 

“I don’t suppose they care which side 
wins, as long as peace is restored and they 
can begin operations again. 

“Every one is pieased with the Boer min- 
ing laws. They are the fairest and best in 
the world, not excepting the American min- 
ing laws. They protect and give opportunl- 
ties to the miners. 

“Everything progressed rapidly in the re- 
public until the Jamison raid; then every- 
thing took a drop. The people in South 
Africa began to see that the English want- 
ed the Transvaal. In January and Febru- 
ary of the year we had a boom in Trans- 
vaal affairs that might have continued if 
Ashmead Bartiett, a Conservative member 
in the British Parliament, had not said to 
Mr. Chamberlain one day: ‘What is to be 
done about the grievances of the Ulitland- 
ers in the Transvaal?’ 

“*We know they have grievances,’ re- 
plied Mr. Chamberlain, ‘but we can do 
nothing until they petition us.’ 

‘This was said in the British Parlia- 
ment, and it was the cue for the South 
African League. They set to work and 
secured 21,000 names to a petition, which 
was sent through Sir Alfred Milner, High 
Commissioner at the Cape, to the Queen. 

“This petition was originated while I 
was on Commissioner etreet, in Johannes- 
burg. the big financial center, and I heard 
nothing, absolutely nothing, about It until 
I had reached Cape Town on my way 1o 
England. It would have been impossible 
for any petition to have been circulated 
without the knowledge of the men in 
Commissioner street. Now, I want to say 
that not one man who signed that yore 
knew what he was signing, and know 
that men were picked up in the street and 
paid $5 for every hundred signatures they 
could get, regardless of the standing of 
the signers. 

“It was simply a job to open an agitation 
that would starta.war. England has given 
the Germans certain favors in South Afri- 
co so as they will not interfere with her 
plane, and I think that her proposed un- 
derstanding with the United States is only 
a ruse to keep that country from inter- 
fering in Africa. 

“Every one in the Transvaal its satisfied. 
It is a fine place to live, and liberty and 
contentment are as general there as here. 
It is by far the richest section of the 
world, and England knows it, and there- 
fore wants it.”

BERLIN, Sept. 23.—The Dreyfus’ excite- 
ment has largely subsided here since the 
pardon, though many express the belief 
that the mystery surrounding the case will 
be one day removed. Others say the end 
is wholly unsatisfactory. 
diplomatic circles the idea seems to prevail 
that Dreyfus was indeed a spy, but for 


Russia. This view has found utterance in 
many papers. 

An interesting outcome of the case is the

COLUMBUS, O., Sept. 23.—"I have never 
seen the prospects for Republican success 
in this State brighter than they are at pres- 
ent,” sa.d a Republican pol.ticilan of na- 
tional reputation to the Post-Dispatch cor- 
respondent, “and at the same time I have 
never known the party to be more vulner- 
ab.e, We shall win, not because we are 
popuiar, but because the Democrats have 
put themselves out of the running by Mc- 
ean's shifty tactics on silver.’’

TO STRICTLY ENFORCE LAW. 


Notice Also Sent to the Brewers That 
the System of Inspection Would 
Be Inaugurated at Once.

G. R. Kenamore, State Beer Inspector, 
has his loins girded to enforce the beer 
inspection law, which was pussed by the 
last Legislature and which goes into effect 


Oct. 1. 
With the assistance of his four deputies, 
mas J. Lycett of St. Josenh, J. D. 
Woden of Kansas City, J. R. Baidwin of 
Jetierson City and Leon de Lisle of St. 
Louis, he yesterday sent out circular iet- 
ters to the 70w saioon Keepers in the State, 
cailing attention to the provis.ons of the 
law and the penaities for non-compliance 
with them, and warning them that the 
law would be strictuy enforced. 

The brewers of the State were also given 
netice and all the Prosecuting

The paramount object of the law is to 
prevent the sa.e of impure beer. All beer 
solid in the State is inspected and a fee 
of 1 cent a@ gallon is charged.

For violation of the law a fine of not to 
exceed $8600 may be iInfiicted or a sentence 
to imprisonment imposed for a period not 
less than six months and in addition the 
license shall be revoked and the offender 
shall not receive another for a period of 


two years.

Him as Son-in-Law. 


DESCENDANT OF BLACK GEORGE 


GB IS A CLAIMANT OF THE 
THRONE OF SERVIA. 


“American Millionaire’s Only Objection 


Is His Fear That for Reasons of 
State He Would Put Aside the 
Girl He Now Woos. 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 23.—It is a far cry 
from Belgrade to Boston, but diplomats 
Sre now speculating as to the outcome of 
Negotiations, actively in progress, which 
will have a vital influence on the fortunes 
of the present reigning house of Servia, 
and possibly tend to dethrone one family 
and install another in the palace of its 
Kings. 

Prince Alexis Karageorgivich {s a suitor 
for the hand of Miss Mabelle Swift, only 
child of E. C. Swift of the house of Swift 
& Co., the big meat packers. Their abat- 
toirs are in Chicago and Kansas City, but 
E. C. Swift's palatial home is in Boston. 

When Miss Swift and her mother were 
———— 


on the throne of Servia. This aitioulty is 
nereased by the fact that ex-King Milan, 
under hs present name, Count of Takoyo, 
has plagued the Russian sponsors of this 
kingdom with constant plots of one nature 
or the other. He is constantly stirring up 
trouble. His latest escapade, it will be ré- 
membered, was to get up a sham assas- 
sination of himself, in which he figured as 
a romantic hero, chasng the theatrical 
murderer into the river to capture him. 

It is to offset and completely queé.l this 
obstreperous Milan family, jt is reported, 
that the Russians are very favorably 4dis- 
posed to seat the descendant of Black 
George upon the throne. 

Prince Alexis was born and reared in 
exile. He is more of a Parisan than a 
Servian. He is between 40 and ) years of 
age, swarthy, as his origin would require, 
and enjoys the robust, healthy and hearty 
manhood which usually goes with his com- 
plexion. He is athletic, tall and endowed 
with a temperate disposition. He has never 
been married. 

There is no doubt that if he had the 
spending of a round sum of money he could 
so popularize himself with the Servians 
that his friends, the Russians, would find 
it an easy matter to bring about the coup 
d’etat which would crown him King of 
OTe chdical objection of Mr. Swift to rati- 
fy the choice of his daughter’s heart is be- 
ing met by argument on the part of the 
aspiring Prince.

FARMER’S LIFE SAID TO BE MORE 
PLEASANT THAN OF OLD. 


Railroads Will Next Be Investigated 
and the Interstate Commerce Com- 
missioners Have Been Called 
on to Give Testimony. 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 23.—Theodore 
Schaffer of Pittsburg , president of the 
Amalgamated Association of Iron and Steel 
Workers, was the first witness before the 
Industrial Commission to-day. He said that 
about 70 per cent of the iron, steel and tin 
workers were organized. After 1892 the iron 
wages, the steel workers 10 per cent and 
the tin workers 25 per cent, but since the 
recent prosperity began the wages have 
been almost leveled up by advances. The 
trade was now more prosperous than it 
had ever been, but the wages were not 
quite as high as in 1892. The workers’ in 
iron, steel and tin were not getting the 
advantage under the sliding scale of the re- 
cent increase in price. This was due to the 
fact that mills were filling contracts made 
Six months, and in some cases a year ago. 
But with the filling of contracts based on 
present prices the advances would come. 

Many of the mills were non-union owing 
to the personal difficuities which arose be- 
tween employers and en.ployes rather than 
to direct hostility of the employer toward 
organized labor or the union scale. Mr. 
Schaffer said his association had never 
called upon State Board of Arbitration in 
case of strikes. ‘he incorporation of labor 
organizations would be advantag®ous. The 
obstacle to incorporation at present Was 
that the workers were not yet educated 
uy» and prepared for it. He was opposed 
to compulsory arbitration. He felt that 
the workers could not get justice from 
State or Government boards. This, opin- 
1On Was based upon the interpretation 
placed by the courts upon laws passed in 
the interest of labor. He protested against 
the ge meg Og me of women in mills, declar- 
ing it to be injurious morally and physic- 
ally. He also expressed the opinion that 
the sanitary conditions in the mills were 
not good. He explained the campaign 
against Sunday work and said much pro- 
gress has been made in the steel mills, tin 
mills ani finishing mills. He favored a re- 
striction of immigration. The Huas, Po- 
landers, Russians ana Italians were the 
most objectionable. 

Asked about trusts, Mr. Schaffer said he 
had such respect for them he would not 
cali them “‘trusts.”’ Their efiect_thus far 
had been beneficial to the iron, steel and 
tin workers. As a general rule, he said, he 
beileved the members of his organization 
would prefer tc deal with combinations and 
lurge corporations than with smaller, mde- 
pencent mills, He -believed if the big 
combinations could be regulated by Con- 
gressional enactment strikes couid be 
avoidea. In his experience he had always 
had fair treatment in negotiating with 
these combinations. He did not bedieve 
they prevented ccmpetition. 

“Is not a labor organization as much ofa 
trust as one of those cum’binations of cap.- 
tal?’ asked Mr. Kennedy. 

“I would delegate the answer 
question to the late Civic Federation at 
Chicago,”’ replied Mr. Schaffer. “After 
reading the proceedings there I don’t know 
what I believe.’’ 

*“‘Do you not attemipt to control the labor 


market?’ 

“No,"”’ he replied. “That may ultimately 
be the result. We ask only for a fair share 
of that which we create. I have never 
known of a case where the pr.ce of com- 
modity was raised as a result of our de- 
mands.”’ 

In concluding his statement Mr. Schaffer 
said that the Amalgamated Association 
proposed to start a newspaper devoied to 
the education of its members and teach

REMEDIES FOR TRUST EVILS. 


Suggestions for Legislation Brought 
Out by the Chicago and St. Louis 
Conferences. 

The discussions at the Chicago trust con- 
ference called by the Civic Federation of 
that city and those at the anti-trust confer- 
ence of Governors and Attorneys-General 
at St. Louis have clarified the trust ques- 
tion to a considerable extent and reduced 
vague and nebulous thought on the sub- 
ject to more definite, tangible ideas, which 

may be applied in legislation. 

The first practical suggestion in the Chi- 
cago conference of a remedy for the ad- 
mitted evils of trusts was made. by Prof. 


John Graham Brooks of Harvard Universi- 
ty. “If these new gombinations dare to 
work for the public as well as the private 
good,’’ he said, “three things, two of them 
now largely under the voters’ control, 
must be brought about: | 

“l. As absolute a publicity of methods 
and account as the largest Massachusetts 
corporation has to submit to. 

“2. Every artificial advantage given by 
the tariff must be removed. 

‘3. Railroad discriminations shall not be 
allowed to these combinations.”’ 

Most of the speakers at subsequent ses- 
sion—Mr. Cockran and Mr. Bryan in par- 
ticular—indorsed these suggestions, while 
advancing others. 

Dr. Adams of the University of Michi- 
gan laid special stress upon the necessity 
of hg ony | railroad discriminations, 
such as have helped to bulld up the §Stand- 
ard Oil Trust and are essential to the 
maintenance of a Coal Trust. He said: 

“The truth is that the business of itrans- 
portation underlies all other businesges; it 
determines the conditions upon which other 
forms of industry are carried on, and by 
the manipulation of rate schedules tone, 
color and character can be given to indus- 
trial society at latge. Whiie the solution 
of the railway problem would not necessar- 
ily cause all trusts and combinations to dis- 
appear, its solution is essential for dealing 
wisely with the trust problem.” 

Gov. Pingree made a strong presentation 
of the destructive effect of the trust system 
upon ‘“‘our great middle class'’—the inde- 
pendent individual business men and the 
skilled artisans and mechanics.”’ aid: 


He Sei 
“This class will lose their sense of inde- 
pendence. They are already being deprived 
of that equality of opportunity Snich has 
attracted to this country the millions of 
people of other nations who have helped 
make American citizenship and Américan 
institutions the greateet and best inh the 
world.’”’ 

Gov. Pingree’s remedy for the evils af pri- 
vate monopoly is a wide éxtension af the 
principle of municipal and State contfol of 
public utilities. 

Mr. Bourke Cockran maintained that “a 
combination may be good or bad adcord- 
ing to its effect.”” Bad combinations he 
defined as those which depend upon Gov- 
ernment a‘d—whether in franchises of 
through tariffs—and which enhance prices 
arbitrarily or by restricting production, Of 
the tariff he said: 

“It operates to restrict competition in the 

roduction of any article to those engaged 
in it ‘n this country. If you rely upon the 
combination to suppress competition, mani- 
festly it is easier to make a combination 
between the producers in one country than 
in all countries, and to that extent the tar- 


them that employers have interests in com- 
mon with them which entitle them to as 
much respect as investors of capital as 
they are entitled to as investors of skill and 
muscle. 

E. B. Norris of Sodas, N. Y., master of 
the State Grange of New York, was the 
other witness to-day.

2. Removal of all artificial advantages 
by which monopoly may be acquired—the 
tariff onpeeneny. 

3. Prohibition of discrimination in rail- 
road rates. 

4. Prohibition of over capitalization. 

As the Chicago conference did not propose 
to itself any definite programme, no reso- 
lutfons were adopted gommitting the mem- 
bers to any specific proposals. The above 
four, however, were received almost unan- 
imous favor. 

The St, Louis conference contemplated 
oniy action by the states and therefore 
did not consider the wider fleld of national 
politics. 


CLOTHING PRICES GO UP. 


Suits and Overcoats Will Cost More 
This Winter. 

NDPW YORK, Sept. 23.—As a result of the 
rapid advance in the price of wool, winter 
clothing will be more expensive this year 
than it was last. The increase in the cost 
of a suit or a heavy overcoat will be about 
$5, on the basis of the advance in the price 
of clothes already made, and there is a 
general expectation that prices will go 
higher.

RUSSIAN AND DUTCH COMPETI- 
TION HURTS THE COMBINE. 


Rockefellers a Little Backward About 
the New Venture, However, Fear- 
ing Stability of the Chinese 
Government. 


NEW YORK, Sept. 2—The Standard 
Oil Co. has been asked to consider the 
purchase of oil fields in China. The trade 
with that ‘country already is large, and 
the competition with Russia sharp. Rus- 
sia has the advantage of nearness to the 
market. 


A high official of the Standard recently 
returned from China. He says there are 
valuable oi] felds which later may be of 
value. At present the difficulties, chiefly 
danger from the natives, offset the ad- 
vantages, but it is believed in time. the 
Standard will have works in China. 

The big company is studying the situa- 
tion. Consul Bedloe’s report has been con. 
sidered by the Rockefellers and their HMeu- 
tenants. This report gives the following 
in format'on: 

“Very rich petroleum wells have been 
found near Chungling, which suggest end- 
less possibilities. These oil wells are said 
to be far superior to those discovered in 
Kyaochau, and more important than any 


yet worked by native methods. 

“But they need foreign capital and man- 
agement, with which, it is thought, they 
will yield colossal quantities of oil. Of 
course what would be required to place the 
p: oduct on a sound commercial basis would 

* a big ofl refinery. 

“This discovery is very tmportart, and, 
in view of the oil wells in the Japanese 
Island of Formosa, and of other oil wells 
in the province of emanting, our trade in 
American kerosene is bound to be affected 
unless prompt efforts are made to control 
the output and, if possible, the trade in the 


Chinese product. 
‘We aiready have in the rowat Sa 
an 8, 


trict of Canton, with more t 
of people, two powerful competitors 
Russian and Dutch oils. Until 1866 Dutche 
oil was unknown in China. It comes from 
Sumatra, and the Royal Dutch Petroleum 
Company is vigorously putting it in Hong- 
kong and Chinese coast ports. 

‘In 1897 our Dutch rivals had such s 
demand for oil that it was necessary to run 
several tank steameys between Sumatra 
and Hongkong to supply the constantly in- 
creasing market in China for cheap oil. 

“In the oil works at Hongkong there 
were canned in 1897 upward of 2,600,000 gal- 
lons of oil for the Canton market alone, 
Customs returns show 2.025.780 gallons of 
American oil imported into Canton between 
January, 1894, and January, 1897. During 
the same period the Russians sold 2,703,320 
galions. 

“It is well known that large quantities 
of Dutch oil, which fs of an inferior grade, 
are being palmed off on the unsuspecting 
Chinese as genuine American kerosene. The 
oil is canned in Hongkong in old American 
tins that are bought throughout China for 
that purpose for ten cents a tin, and are 
marked with popular American trade-markr 
of various kinds. : 
“American exporting firms can establish 
concen in the great trade centers of all 
nations. 


“The whole of the great West River of 
this vast district. which has more than 1000 
miles of seacoast, including the large is- 
land of Hainan, and which and all the in- 
land waters of China are now open to the 
navigation and the trade, extends into the 
interior as far as Thibet, a distance of over 
200 miles. 

“This territory is larger in area and pop- 
ulation than that of Austria, Germany, 
France and Spain combined, and proha 
will be as important to United States trade. 

‘“‘American trade with the far Bast 
recent years has not, in certain lines, in: 
creased as rapidly as has that of othet 
countries. In no branch of commerce is 
this more evident than in oil. In 1894 Im- 
ports into Shanghe: in this line were: 

“American oll, 36,241,924 galions; Russ 
oll, 4,069,700: Dutch oll, none. In 1 our ol 
remained about the same, while n° 
oll rose to over 20,000,000 gallons, and Dutch 
oil rose to 5,570,400 gallons.” 

Ir. speaking of Dutch oil competition a 
representative of the Standard Ol] Co. said 
yesterday:

ard Oil Co.’s attention has been attracted 
toward China for a long time.” 

Consul-Genera}] Jernigan of Shanghal in 
his new report on Asiatio competition in 
the great manufacturing industries, wro 
the following on the oll situation in China;

ONE OF GEN. PRICE’S COLONELS 


With a Regiment of 600 Confederates 
He Once Fought Gen. Smith’s 12,- 
000 Men for Four Hours. 


Among the men recently appointed on the 
police force under the new law is one who, 
8 years ago, at the head of a regiment of 
dashing Confederate cavalrymen, menaced 
the city which he is now sworn to protect.

He is a. brother-in- 
law of Augustus H. Garland, Attorney- 
General during Cleveland's first adminis- 
tration. He is also a brother-in-law of for- 


COL. JOHN P. BULL. 


mer Coroner Atkinson of this city. 

He is now acting as clerk at the Tower 
Grove sub-station of the Seventh Police 
District with the rank of patrolman. He is 
62 years old. 

Col. Bull was born in Mississippi, but in 
1848 came with his father to St. Louie. He 
was then a baby. 

When the war began he was one of the 
hot-headed young men who enlisted in the 
famous battery commanded by Capt. Gui- 
bor . He enlisted as a wheel driver ona 
six-pound piece. On the same piece were 
Ben Von Phul, Duncan Holliday, now of 
Indianapolis, and Col. Bull's brother, 
William. 

“I would like to say,’’ said Col. Bull, “that 
Cart. Guibor was thé bravest soldier I ever 
knew. He was simply incomparable as a 
fighter. I served under him, being promoted 
through ail the grades to tnat of sergeant 
of the piece, until was transferred tw 
Gorham’s battery, afterward commanded 
by Alexander A. Lesueur, present Secre- 
tary of State. Lesueur Was another gallant 
fighter.’’ 

When Gen. Sterling Price crossed the riv 
er into Arkansas, and began that famous 
campaign which came near ending in the 
capture of the Missouri Staie capital, Sergt. 
Bull was made lieutenant and aide on the 
staf’ of Gen. Emmett McDonald, fhrother 
of Col. R. 8S. McDonald of this city. He 
served in this capacity until McDonald was 
killed at Hartsville. Lieut. Bull was then 
transferred to Gen, Marmaduke’s staff, bur 
served under him only a short time. He 
was ordered to report to Col. Newton a: 
Little Rock to assist in the organization of 
a regiment composed of men who had been 
discharged after one year in the service |; 
was a cavalry regiment, and the entire 600 
were Missourians and ArKansans. He 
served as adjutant of the regiment fou- 
months. He was then elected major, ang 
upon the resignation of the lieutenant. 
colonel was promoted to that rank. The 
colonel of the regiment W4S A&asSigned to 
otHer duty and Lieutenant-Colonel Bull pe. 
came its commander. 

It was at this time he met and marriea 
Miss Zenotia Sanders of Washington. 
Hempstead County, Ark. Miss anders 
was a belle and one of her most devoted aq. 
mirers was Gov. Dan W. Jones of Arkan- 
eas. Col. Bull had only three months in 
which to do his courting, but he won her 
from all his rivals. Two weeks after their 
marriage he was ordered to rejoin his reg. 
iment, which had been attached to the 


army of Gen. Sterling Price, who was then 
planning his second raid into Missouri. 

| “Gen. Price's objective point, said Col. 
Bull, “‘was Jefferson City. His pan was 
to come up through the Arcadian Valley, 
circle around 8t. Louls and then strike 
westward. St. Louis was then protected 
by Gen. A. J. Smith with about 12,000 
troops. In order to give Price a chance to 
elude Smith, it wae planned that I should 
bring my regiment into the city, thus men- 
acing it, and drawing the attention of the 
. Federals, while Price made a dash on his 
| way westward. This plan would have been 
carried out, and I would have marched ™s 
men into St. Louls if Gen. Price 
yielded to the arguments of some ge 
man at Eilos nag The resent 
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S+. Louis. burn the stores and depot there, 
and tear up the railroad track. While 
was doing this, he was to hurry the main 
body of his troops toward Union, while I 
protected his rear. 

“his plan was caried out to the letter. 
We made a detour around St. Louis, and 
my regiment fell upon Franklin, while 
Gen. Price pushed forward on the Union 
road. We burned the depot, with $1,500,000 
in Government stores, tore up the track, 
and stood off 12.000 Federal troops, under 
Gen. A. J. Smith, for four hours. This 
gave Gen. Price plenty of time to get well 
on his way to Union, burning the bridges 
behind him. 

“IT was wounded twice in the fight. One 
ball passed through my chest and the other 
lodged in my knee. Our regiment caught 
up-with Price at Union that night. Next 
morning he appointed/ me Provost-Marshal 
of hig army, and sent me home to recover 
from my wounds. I had been away from 
my bride 10 months. She nursed me back 
to life.” 

Col. Bull was next appointed Inspector- 
General of the Department of Arkansas, 
and held: that position until the close of 
the war. 

Early in the '70s he was elected sheriff of 
Hempstead County. In 1874, when the 
3rooks-Baxter war broke out he was ap- 
pointed a_ brigadier-general of Baxter's 
army. This was one of the most remark- 
able troubles that ever caused bloodshed 
on American soil. Brooks was the yrecon- 
struction Republican Governor of ArkKan- 
sas. Baxter became the candidate f the 
Lremocrats and whites who had sympa- 
thized with the South. He and his foilow- 
ers claimed he was elected, but Brooks re- 
fused to vacate the office. Thereupon Bax- 
ter organized an army and marched upon 
Little Rock. Brooks organized his forces. 
The fighting lasted several weeks, and 
about 300 were killed. The forces engaged 
numbered 6000, Baxter won, driving Brooks 
and his army out of the capital. | 

Shortly after this Col. Bull came to St. 
Louis. He was appointed assistant custo- 
dian of the Custom Houge by Cleveland in 
1884 and subsequently served as deputy cor- 
oner under Dr. Atkinson. 


COL. WM. CODY'S OWN SECRET. 


He Put Down an Insurrection Among 
His Filipinos. 

Col. Cody has never told how he put down 
an insurrection among his Filipinos, who 
are a part of the Congress of Nations which 
he carries with his Wild West Show. The 
Government should “get next’ to Col. 
Cody and get him to tell for Gen. Otis’ 
benefit how he did it. 

The poor Filipinos, all of them not big 
enough to make a fair sized American, 
were hooted and hissed when they first 
made their appearance. They soon learned 
what the hisses meant, and then there was 
war. Col. Cody tried a number of remedies, 
and all failing he tried the secret plan, 
which worked like a charm. Now the Fili- 
pinos ignore the contempt of the audiences 
before which they exhibit. 

The Wild West will be in St. Louis the 
week of Oct. 1 and the Filipinos will ap- 
pear in the parade and in the afternoon 
and evening performances. 


COUNTY BELT FRANCHISE. 
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May Be Determined To-Morrow by the 


Judges at Clayton. 

The County Court at Clayton will prob- 
ably render a decision Monday that will 
put an end to the lengthy war between 
the many companies desiring belt line 
franchises in St. Louie County. The appli- 
cants were each given a hearing at a 
special session of the court Thursday, and 
the question was taken under advisement 


until Monday. 

The companies desiring a franchise are: 

The St. Louis County Belt Railroad Co., 
the Central Belt Railroad Co., the Wellston- 
Creve Coeur Lake Co., the Terminal Rail- 
road Co, and the Maplewpod & Jefferson 
Barracks Railroad Co. ; 

It seems that the contest has narrowed 
down to a fight between the County Belt 
Line, the Terminal and the Central Co. A 
united fight is being made on the Terminal, 
as it is claimed that it was for the purpose 
of ridding the people of the exorbitant 
charges of the Terminal Road that a belt 
line road is desired.

port, after the formal wedding in the Epis- 
copal Church, is Father Hotovitsky, of the 
Russian Church, at the corner of Second 
avenue and Eighteenth street, Manhattan. 
The necessary vestments and ritualistic 
equipment will be taken from this church 
to Newport for the ceremony. 

This ceremony, on which Miss Grant has 

instakingly perfected herself, is preceded 

y the Greek rite of betrothal. This ‘con- 
gists chiefly in an exchange of rings, the 
bridegroom retaining the bride's silver ring, 
while the bridegroom's gold ring ts given 
fo the bride. The priest offers prayers and 
blesses both the bride and bridegr»oan with 
lighted candles. The exchange of rings is 
accomplished by a sponsor, to Indicute the 
cons@nt of the family. The betrothal ends 
with these words from the-priest, ‘‘that the 
Lord may establish these espousals in the 
aith, in harmony, truth and love, and may 
less from heaven this putting on of rings.’’ 


BOTH ARE CROWNED. 

Then comes the marriage rite. At the 
beginning of this the priest stands In front 
of the betrothed pair, with his back to 
them. Behind them stand the best man 
and the chief bridemaid, holding crowns 
over the bridegroom and bride. After both 
have been crowned the priest blesses them 
three times, and the marriage is accom- 
piished. 

The crowns are an important syinbolical 
part of the ceremony. 

In Greece they are made of wreaths of 
Myrtie or olive. In Russia the crowns are 


stepped up to the desk to answer the neces- 
sary questions. Sample blanks had been 
previously procured and the young people 
ad their answers ready. At intervals Mrs. 
Grant woul! interject a few remarks, and 
when the clerk would ask a question that 
Was not perfectly clear to the Prince a 
conversation in French would follow be- 
tween Miss Grant and the Prince and when 
the point was made clear to the Prince he 
ta d answer the clerk in intelligible Icng- 

“Michel (pronounced Messhell, accent on 
the Me by Miss Grant) Cantacuzene Iper- 
ansky, “with a hyphen,”’ remarked Mrs.

coming. 

Jack Powell and ‘Cy” Young have a 
wager on thelr batting averages which 
Young now stands a good chance of win- 
ning. Powell hQhad a good hitting record 
for a pitcher last year and, at the begin- 
ning of this season he felt he was going to 
duplicate his past triumphs with the stick. 
He accordingly made a bold proposition to 
bet any pitcher in the club $24 that he 
would excel him in batting average. Young 
had never beaten anybody batting, but he 
was feeling good when owell made his 
challenge and he called the bet. They have 
had a close struggle through the season, 
but Young will win unless Powell makes 
a Burkett spurt. Powell has been batting 
almost as good as he ever did, but Young 
has made a record that many fielders do 
not equal. . 


Many persons do not know why pitchers 
are always or batters. They are not in 
the game often enough. They nevar play 
more than once in three days and fre- 
quently they go a week without getting 
in the game. It takes constant practice 
to make a good hitter, and a pitcher doesn’t 
get that. The player who is in the game is 
used to all kinds of pitching, bat the 
pitcher forgets between bats what he learns 
when he plays. Tired arms have no ef- 
fect on a pitcher’s batting. The catcher’s 
arms are tried more than those of any 
other player, but he is usually a good bat- 
ter. His arms, jarred from the beginnis¢ 
to the end by speedy balls, do not interfere 
with him, 


The sporting departments of the New 
York papers are full of expressions of ad- 
miration for St. Louis’. premier pitcher, 
“Cy? Young. They have been printing re- 
ports all summer that he was going the 
way of the great Nichols and would soon 
retire from the game. But since he shut 
out the Giants with five hits Saturday he 
has been the whole thing in their estima- 
tion and now they are saying that he is 
the king of all of them and bids fair to 
stay in the game for several years yet. 
The World says this of him: 

‘Some time ago somebody reported the 
depreciation of ‘Cy’ Young’s value as a 
pitcher, but if that Itndividual could have 
seen him fling his twists at the Giants 
on Saturday he would have changed his 
mind.

He was spare and slender and 
g0od looking, with thin, curling lips, high 
cheek bones and large, lustrous dark eyes 
that were magnetic. 

The first really severe shock young Dew- 
ey received was when they encountered 
Z. K. Pangborn, the teacher in the Mont- 
pelier public school. The story has been 
spread broadcast by him. Pedagogue Pang- 
born, who is now a grizzled editor on a 
Jersey City daily paper, was rough hewn 
in disposition and methods, and he was 
sinewy, with a rasping voice, shaggy eye- 
brows and firm and pronounced speech. He 
was &n ultra-positive man. George Dewey 
was nimble and grimacing, with a Lking 
fer tripping other boys and the throwing 
of paper wads at the walle and celling, and 


even at the teacher. Dewey led a gang of 
the pupils that openly snowballed Pang- 
born. The drastic pedagogue waited for his 
chande. With a stout hickory switch he 
sailed into the gang one afternoon, gave 
Dewey a sound drubbing on the legs,.arms 
and back and lugged the limp and weep- 
ing urchin to dignified old Dr. Dewey. 

“Here's your boy,”’ said Pangborn to the 
doctor. “He's a little worse off for wear, 
but I guess he’s well licked and will know 
how to behave himself after this.’’ And 
so he did, and when Pangborn afterward 
went to teach at Johnson, above Montpel- 
ier, George Dewey was sent there to con- 
tinue under his instruction and caused him 
no further trouble. 

On only one other occasion did young 
Dewey meet his match at Montpelier. She 
was Henrietta Silver. She was about the 
same age as Dewey and equally full of 
spunk and spirit. She lived right next 
door to the Deweys on State street. She 
had a little brother whom some of the 
ether and larger urchins dearly liked to 
tease. She warned them against ‘“‘pick- 
ing on” her little trother. Among those 
who paid no heed to her injunction was 
George Dewey. One day she heard her 
small brother cry out for help. Rushing 
out to his assistance she found George 
pushing and teasing him. 

“I'll teach you to tease my brother,” she 
exclaimed. With that she literally flew at 
young Dewey. She seized him and she 
beat him. Then she slapped him, and she 
spanked him, and with wide open eyes and 
vociferous mouth he darted away a sadder 
and a wiser boy. Thereafter he let the

little Silver youngster alone Miss Henriet- 
ta Silver now lives at &8 Madison street, 
Brooklyn, N. Y. Her little brother is alive 
in Montpelier. 

Like other boys who have access to 
books, young Dewey early dipped into his- 
tory and travel. One of the books that 
made a strong impression on him was an 
account of the marches of Hannfbal The 
story of how Hannibal crossed the Alps 
sunk deep into his memory. 

In those days of childhood the only gir 
he went with much was his sister Mary. 
She read with him about Hannibal, the 
wonderful Carthagenian General, the hero 
of the second Punic war. Together they 
talked and dreamed of Hannibal, and the 
high hills behind the State House fn Mont. 
pelier they likened to the Alps. Filled with 
high resolve they set out to do as Hann}. 
ba] had done. They would cross the Alps 
Leaving New Carthage, as they called the 
schoolhouse, they set out upon their peri). 
ous journey. They toiled and tolled for sey. 
eral hours, often at risk of failing ang 
rolling a hundred feet and more, and at 
length stood, hand to hand, upon the sum- 
mit of the highest hill, whence they looked 
proudly down on the topmost pinnacle of 
the State House. All Montpelier was at 
their féet. Triumphantly they descended 
into Rome, as they called the State House, 
and there received the homage of their 
playmates. 

A story has been widely published to the 
effect that when the Admiral was a boy 
he looked at the statue of Ethan Allen on 
the porch of the State House and dejivered 
himself of an avowal of ardent _am bition 


to see his own statue stand some|day on 
that same portico, facing the Allen statue. 
This anecdote ts apochryphal, for the rea- 
son that there was no statue of Ethan Al- 
len on the State House portice when Dewey 
was a boy. 

George Dewey was the first child chris 
tened to Christ Episcopal Church, Mont- 
Delier. His father, Dr. Dewey, had been 
brought up a Congregationalist and had 
been married by a Congregational] minister. 
Later tn life Dr. Dewey changed his faith, 
and was one of the founders of Christ 
Church parish in 184% He took with him 
into the Episcopal fold other Congregation- 
alists, among them the first rector of Christ 


, Church, the Rev. George B. Manser, who 


had been the superintendent of the Con- 
sregational Sunday-school, Rector Manser 
was once a lawyer, and his marriage reo- 
ords read in due and quaint legal form. 
Young Dewey was both naive and brave.

George's mother died in 194, when he was 
S years old, and until his father married 
again he was in the care of his sister 
Mary, Throughout life they have been 
closely intimate, and to her he has written 
more letters than to any other member of 
the family. 

(There are very few relics of George Dew- 
ey’s boyhood in Montpelier. The house in 
which he was born was sold, together with 
some of the ¢urniture in ft, to a stranger, 
a lawyer named Goréon, a dozen years ago, 
and was moved from its original site to its 
present position, 100 yards farther north on 
State street. 

On the side of the original Dewey home 
Capt. Ddward Dewey then built the mansion 
which he now oocuples. 

Just before Dewey entered the Naval 
Academy at Annapolis his father broached 
the subject of matrimony, and suggested to 
George that he had already chosen for him 
a@ rich and eligible young woman of Mont- 
pelier. 

“T think I can pick a wife to suit myself,” 
said George, curtly, turning on his heel. 

George was fond of fishing. One of his fa- 
vorite haunts was the opposite bank of the 
Winooski River, in the rear of his father’s 
garden. The tree under which he stood 
while casting his line stands there yet. To 
find good eels it was mecessary to go up 
the Winooski four or five miles above Mont- 
pelier. There was one pool out there much 
frequented by him. Recently he wrote to 
a local photographer in Montpelier indicat- 
ing the exact spot. 

The church which Dewey attended has 
been torn down, but its picture has been 
kept by the present rector, the Rev. A. N. 
Lewis. He is, in reality, Admiral Dewey’s 
present pastor, for the reason that Dewey’s 
name has never been withdrawn from the 
rolls of the church and whenever the Ad- 


miral visits Montpelier he attends Christ’s 
Church. All the Deweys have pews there. 


The altar of the original Dewey church is 
now stored in the old parish house. 

Few of Dewey’s schoolmates are left in 
Montpelier. Among them are Capt, Burnell 
Cross, Charles Silver, whose sister spanked 
Dewey; Lewis Wood, now a policeman; 
Mrs. Bixby, a widow, and the Rev. J. E. 
Wright, the present pastor of the Congre- 
gational Church, 

Lewis Wood sald: 

*~ have not seen George Dewey for 30 
years. He was rough, and ready for most 
anything. He had not a bad disposition, 
but was naturally inclined to be wild. He 
never jook a back seat from anybody. There 
was one good point about him: he always 
stood up for the weak side. Of course, he 
‘got licked’ once in a while, same as any 
other boy, you know. I never knew him 
to be In any bad scrapes. He was awful 
bright, always. He was a good skater. He 
liké® to play the old-fashioned football. He 
was a good all-around ball player and a 


River, at the foot of the eastern range of 
the Green Mountains and almost in sight 
of Mount Washington and other high peaks 
of the White Mountains. It was Gve miles 
from White River Junction. 

From the collective personal recollections 
of Dewey’s classmates at Norwich it is 
easy to draw a truthful Mkeness of the fu- 
ture Admiral at this stage of his develop- 
ment. 

He was still rollicking and light hearted, 
@ singer and musician, a youth @& strong 
friendships and hatreds, high tempered, a 
leader in the dashing pranks of the cadets, 
rather reserved toward the fair sex, with 
a broadening ambition for a life of travel 
and adventure under the flag of his coun- 
try. The great distinctive difference between 
Dewey as a boy at Montpelier and Dewey 
as a cadet at Norwich was largely one of 
personal appearance. Cadet Dewey was a 
fastidious dresser, and extremely particular 
about his clothes. Signs of punctuality also 
appeared, and he became orderly and me- 
thodical, with a leaning toward directing 
his executive faculties, He gradually 
formed a ooterie of cadets, of which he was 
the leader. 

At Norwich Dewey was familiarly nick- 
Hamed “Doc.” 

The boys at Norwich would have led a 
much quieter life were it not for the fact 
that Dartmouth College was just across on 
the other side of the Connecticut River. 
The juxtaposition of these two eminent 
seats of learning kept the two bodies of 
youtits In constant rivalry and turmoil 

It was @ common saying along the Con- 
mecticut Valley in George Dewey's time 
that ‘one cadet from Norwich could lick 

Hence the “Battles of Torn Coats” which 
were frequently taking place. In one of 
these battles Dewey’s military dress coat 
was ripped clear off his back, In the per- 
sonal combats which occasionally happened 
Cadet Dewey had a way of running at 
his adversary full tilt, jumping tn the air 
and delivering swinging blows with both 
fists. 

But the greatest enemy of the cadets was 
not the hostile body of Dartmouth students, 
but one solitary individua] in Norwich, 
namely, Deacon Burton of the Congrega- 
tlonal Church. The church faced the school 
and the deacon’s house faced the church. 
At a ball of the cadets attended by Dewey 
at the hotel] at White River Junction, kept 

Col. Nutt, it was decided to open a vig- 
orous campaign of retaliation against Dea- 
con Burton, who had refused to allow the 
cadets to hold their commencement exer- 
ciseg in the Congregationa] Church. 

The grounds and country around the in- 
stitute were so level that when the snows 
melted in the late spring and the floods 
came the principal street past the school 
bulldings was a torrent of water, on which 
boats were floated. The good Deacon Bur- 
ton benevolently damméd the road so that 
the floods overspread the school grounds 
and washed out the sand from the parade 
grounds, leaving stones and mud for the 
cadets to practice on, with their highly pol- 
ished boots and their nice, clean white 
trousers, Therefore in their wrath the ca- 
dets, led by Dewey and Lewis, boldly 
charged on the workmen in the deacon’'s 
employ, pelted them with snowballs and 
then rolled them in snow, mud and slush. 
A. week later the deacon set out 20 wooden 
buskets to catch the sap from his fine grove 
of sugar maple trees. The cadets forsooth 
gathered those 00 buckets at once and plied 
them all in one place and made a grand 
bonfire of the lot. The deacon uttered loud 
lamentations and declared the cadets were 
never to be allowed to hold any kind of 
exercises in the Congregational Church. 

Thereupon the cadets, Dewey among them, 
hunted high and low until they found an 
aged, flea-bitten white horse. They lied the 
ancient nag onto the parade ground and to- 
ward the church under cover of the dark- 
ness. The next day the old white horse was

DEWEY A SOLDIER 


R. DEWDY laid out @ mercantile ca- 
reer for his harum-scarum s0n, 
George, but the jad had read too 

much about Hannibal, Napoleon and Nel- 
gon, and his own instincts were too martial 
for him to be content with a quiet Mfe in 
Montpelier. He had made a substantial rep- 
utation as a wild boy. 

There was at that time in Vermont, at 
Norwich, a celebrated military schoo! called 
the Norwich Military Institute. Dr. Dewey 
was one of the trustees. It ranked next 
to West Point. Capt. Alden Partridge grad- 
uated from West Point in 1906, and after 
filling the post of superintendent there he 
founded at Norwich, in 1819, the “American 
Literary, Gcientifc and MilitaryAcademy,” 
afterward called the Norwich Military Insti- 
tute. 

Dr. Dewey concluded it would be a good 
idea to put George in cold storage at Nor- 
wich. The school was noted for its strict 
discipline. Indeed it was a sort of Botany 
Bay, in which wae customary to anchor 
the youthful incorrigibles from ai) over Ver- 
mont and elsewhere. 

Thither George Dewey was sent in 1351, to 
be intrusted to the tender mercies of the 
Rev. E4ward Bowens, A. M., LL. D., better 
known as “Old Teddy,” and Prof. Alonzo 
Jackson, whose memory flourishes chiefly 
under the cognomen of “Old Jack.” 

Dr, Bowens was @ graduate of the Uni- 
versity of Dublin, and 49 & rare exampie 
of an Irish wit He W4* president from 


1950 to 186, and @ie@ in 1871. He was pro- 
fessor of mo 
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chewing away at the trappings of the Lible 
stand. The door was locked and it was 
surmised the cadets had squeezed the lean 
horse In through one of the windows. Thus 
they made the deacon’s life miserable. 

When the Fourth of July came around & 
grand celebration was arranged for at 
Claremont, tn which the faculty and stue 
dents took part. The Sunday night before, 
Dewey and the other cadets dragged an ol 
iron cannon from in front of the parade 
ground and pointed i{t directly at Deacon 
Burton’s house, They poured two pounds of 
powder in and then rammed in turf until 
it was full to thé muzzle. By the light of 
a great bonfire and amid a chorus of cheers 
the students applied a slow match to the 
cannon and stood away for developments, 
In about a minute the old cannon went off 
with a mighty roar, the reverberations of 
which echoed all through the Green Moun- 
tains and were heard at St. Johnsbury. 
Deacon Burton's house was peppered wit® 
turf and 75 of his glass window es were 
broken by the explosion. Out popped the 
deacon tn his nightshirt, gesticulating and 
making plous remarks at the top of his 
voice. The cadets pelted him back inte 
his house. 

The vendetta against Deacon Burton be 
came so fierce that Capt. Partridge came 
especially to Norwich to settle it. A ree 
onciliation meeting was called and there 
was a round of speeches and handshaking. 

A careless man in Norwich allowed hi 
cattle to roam over the parade ground of 
the institute. He was warned by Dewey 
and others, but took no heed, whereupon 
the cadets lassooed one of his steers, fitted 
four discarded parade boots to its legs and 
turned it adrift. The steer fell and broke 
a leg. Then the cadets raised a purse of 

and forced fit on the careless man, ®!- 
though he insisted the steer was worth on 7 
ee those days the greatest fighter among 
the students at the Norwich Military In- 
stitute was officially dubbed “The Buily of 
Norwich.” The title indicated that the owne? 
had whipped all comers in fair combat 
Dewey never aspired to this tithe, whict 
was worn during his term by Charlies M. 
Lewis, who was afterward a captain m the 
regular army and a brave soldier, Cs 
Lewis gave $40,000 to the institute ;

the president for a time. For many years 
he has lived in New York, where he made 
a fortune in Wall etreet. Lewis and Dewey 
and S81 Norwich cadets once “licked the 
etuffing,”’ as they called it, out of 88 Dart- 
mouth pupils. It was a regular pitched 
Dattle. 

Dewey was popular at Norwich, despite 
his strong temper. He was jolly and san- 
guine. He roomed on the third floor, front 
to the right of the main entrance of the 
school, and he often entertained his friends 
with tunes on the guitar and with ®ari- 
tone songs. 

In the language of one of his classmates, 
now a well-Known merchant in this citys 
“Dewey at Norwich was the pink of neat- 
ness—a dandy—‘rroomed to the Nines.’ He 
took great pride in his personal appearance. 
It was plain to see there was good Dicod in 
his veins."’ 

George Dewey learned to handle the sabre 
at Norwich and soon became expert in its 
use. 

Like others of the cadets, Dewey was 
sometimes stubborn and hard to manage. 
He paid the penalty for these infractions 
by doing guard duty at an old elm tree on 
the parade grounds. His punishment was 
to walk around this tree, armed as an or- 
derly or eentry, until relieved. 

Among the students at Norwich tn Dew- 
ey’'s time were Gen, Ransom, who was 
killed in the Mexican war at the assault 
on the castie of Chepultepesc, and Brig.- 
Gen. Williston, now in the Philippines. 

Dewey went away from Norwich with @ 
fine reputation as an expert swordsman. 

Gpeaking of George as a cadet, his class- 
mate, Maj. Burton of New York, who was 
born and raised in Norwich, said: 

“Hie was modest, quiet, undemonstrative. 
He attended to his own business and to no 
one else's. He was not conspicuous in any 
one department of study or athietio, He 
4i@ not make a strong impression. [If it 
was not for his achievements at Manfla 
my recollections of him as a student would 
be misty. I remember that after a cer- 
tain deacon (Deacon Burton), refused the 
use of the Congregational Church for oom- 
menoement exercises, the deacon'’s horve 
was found in the belfry of the church, How 
he got there was a mystery. In conse- 
quence of the deacon’s refusal the com 
menoement exercises were held in @ grove. 
Portunately the day was clear. Dewey was 
not inclined to have intimates. There were 
@ good many wild boys at Norwich, sent 
there to go under military discipline.” 

Among the stock stories about Dewey 
while he was at Norwich is one to the ef- 
fect that, driving back one evening to the 
echool he saw a father beating his two sons. 
Leaping from his carriage Dewey thrust 
the two sons aside and belabored the father 
to his heart’s content. 

The course of instruction at Norwich was 
four yoars and when Dr. Dewey sent George 
there it was intended that he graduate. 
The ambition of the young man to become 
@ soldier, however, was modified by what 
goomed to be quicker opportunities for glory 
and advancement in the navy, and both Dr, 
Dewey and George looked out for a chance 
to enter the latter at Annapolis. Dr. Dew- 
ey underwent a course of persuasion before 
he agreed to the navy, but he was firmly 
convinced, from all] accounts, that George 
was full of good stuff for a fighter and like- 
ly to come out at the top of the heap in 
the long run. 

So, after two years at Norwich, George 
Dewey got an appointment as alternate 
candidate for an Annapolis cadetship. The 
examinations eliminated George Spaulding, 
the regular candidate, and elected George 
Dewey, the alternate. Then toward An- 
mnapolis Dewey turned his resolute face, 
etrong in his ambition. 

The Norwich Military Institute was de- 
etroyed by fire In 1866. A new site was then 
chosen at Northfield, Vt., 10 miles from 
Montpelier and # miles from the old loca- 
tion. The new institute was reopened at 
Northfield in 1869 and there the renowned 
old institution has fiourished ever since. 
There are now two large bulldings on a 
high hill overlooking Northfield Village, 
and ploughmen e@re clearing the ground for 
the Seautiful ““Dewey Memorial Hall,”’ 
which is to be erected beside the main 
bullding. The boyhood of Dewey was so 
long ago, though, and the memories of peo- 
ple are so fickle and short lived, that it 
has become the general impression, 
even in Vermont, that Dewey ac- 
tually attended the present school 
at Northfield. It is widely known as 
the “Dewey Gchool” and conductors over 
the Central Vermont Rallroad point it out 
invariably to travelers and amateur photog- 
raphers as the real Dewey school, with the 
result that New England, from Boston to 
@t. Albans and from Aroostook to Sauga- 
tuck, is full of pictures of the Northfield 
Military Gchool, Nothing is left of the orig- 
inal institute at Norwich except a pictur- 
esque pile of ruins. 

Gince Dewey did it at Manila, the officials 
at Northfield awakened to a realization of 
their fame and there has been published a 
large and handsome history of the institu- 
tion, full of pictures of all the great soldiers 
ané sailors and statesmen and men of trade, 
whe have gone forth therefrom. 


AT ANNAPOLIS. 


BDORGHE DWWEY entered the United 

ey Btates Academy at Annapolis, M4., 
Sept. 3, 184. Events were rapidly 
shaping themselves for the great conflict 
between the North and the South. The tes. 
timony of Dewey's classmates at Annapolis 
is conclusive to the effect that the ardent

¥ @ pro-Unionist of the most pronounced kind.

George Dewey at Annapolis was a good 
deal ifke George Dewey at Norwich. He 
was punctillious {mn dress, still sang and 
played on the guitar, and had reached the 
age when he was no longer averse to the 
society of the opposite sex. Indeed, his go- 
cial instincts were already decidedly assert 
ing themselves and during the four years 
he was at (Annapolis he was popular among 
the young women of the Maryland capital

The real head of Dewey’s Class, the ca- 
det who stood No. 1, was Pardee of Lou- 
isiana, now a judge, He resigned two weeks 
before graduation. 

Allen V. Reed is on the retired list of the 
navy and is living in Washington. Cadet 
Howell was early nicknamed “Julia.” He 
is now a Rear Admiral and is the presi-« 
dent of the Retiring Board at Washing- 
ton. Franklin is dead. Howilson, called 
“Bull” Howison during his cadet days, ic 
on the Chicago, in charge of the European 
squadron, Capt. “Josh” Bishop ts retired 
and dwells in Washington. White, yclept 
“Polly” by Dewey and Others, is dead. 
“Nancy” Blue—sometimes also affectionate- 
ly called “‘the Widow Blue,” has passed 
away. “Black Ball’’ Furber js dead, Whit- 
tle is at the navyyard at Portsmouth, Va. 
May is dead. Storrs got out of the service 
and is now connected with the educational 
department of the State of Texas, in or 
near Palestine, Kerr, who came from North 
Carolina, has dropped out of sight. Grim- 
ball, another Southerner, now resides in 
Charleston, S.C. Kautz recently madea stir 
while in charge of the American warship 
at Samoa. Kautz was called ‘the Dutch- 
man” ‘while at Annapolis, because, like his 
brother, Gen. Kautz, his brogue was so thick 
he could not speak English clearly. 

George's living quarters at the Naval 
Academy were in the lower end of that old 
pile of small buildings still standing and 
called from time immemorial Stribling’’s 
Row. These buildings stretch down to the 
Battery on River Gevern, toward its en- 
trance into Chesapeake Bay. His first 
roommate, when he lived in the fifth bulld- 
ing from the extreme end—‘‘second floor, 
front, No. 6"'—was Richard Collum, who 
afterward became a major in the army, and 
now lives in Philadelphia. Collum and Dew- 
ey were fast friends. 

During his second year at the academy 
Dewey dwelt in the drst story front room 
of No. 4 Stribling’s Row, and his room- 
mate was J. F. Wright, now of Chicago. 
Wright never graduated. Admiral Howison 
was his roommate in the third year. Strib- 
ling’s Row was named after Rear Admiral 
C. K. Stribling, the first superintendent 
when the Naval @chool became the Naval 
Academy in 1850. 

Naval Cadet Dewey was Known as one 
of the most expert fencers at the Academy. 
He was slight in build, agile in movement, 
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Howell were very intimate then and they 
have kept up their friendship for one an- 
other all through the intervening years. 

Dewey Was not taught dancing. That wag 
not in the Naval Academy curriculum un- 
til the Academy was moved back from New- 
port at the close of the civil war. There 
was no course of athletics except such mus- 
cular effort as was involved in fencing. In 
those days an enemy’s ship was boarded 
cutlass in hand, and to handle a sword was 
an absolute essential part of a cadet mid- 
shipman’s education, 

At Annapolis Dewey added the faculty of 
being very cautious and politic to his other 
characteristics. He did not lose any of his 
strong temper and quick spirit, but he 
learned to temper it with reserve, so that 
he became known as a young man who al- 
ways thought twice before he spoke. Those 
who were not friendly to him said he was 


a dangerous antagonist, inasmuch as he was 


politic, pushing, ambitious, clever in se- 
lecting influential friends, persistent in pur- 
suing those whom he did not like, plucky, 
adroit and was for George Dewey first, last 
and all the time. This was the unfriendly 
estimate of him. 

Sometimes he was really hot tempered and 
then hé accompaniéd his opponent without 
reluctance to the spot behind the Battery, a¢ 
the lower end of Stribling’s Row, where 
all personal grudges were invariably settled. 
if settled on the Academy grounds. 

Dewey was always handy with his fists. 

In the third year of his cadetship he haa 
a violent difference of opinion with a young. 
er but bigger youth named Smiley, from 
Ohio, over the merits and deauty of three 
sisters who dwelt in an ancestral mansion 
on Maryland avenue, Annapolis, 

Behind the Battery went Dewey, followed 
by Smiley. In two rounds Dewey knocked 
the youth down twice. The second time the 
fellow made an approbrious comment on 
one of the young women, whereupon 
gave kim a swinging right-hand blow on 
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Smiley was a candidate for a cadetship, but 
failed in his examination and quickly left 
for the West. , 

Dewey's characteristics as a student, as 
shown by his final examinations, were pro- 
ficiency in Spanish, in steam, in the prac 
tice of gunnery and in navigation.

IN THE CIVIL WAR. 


BORGD DEWHY was &M years old 
(5 when the civil war broke out. He 

had graduated ¢rom the Naval Acad- 
emy three years before, had gone half-way 
round the worl@ on a cruise and was ready 
for active servica, 

His career in the rebellion was distin- 
guished dy great bravery and in point of 
honor was second to that of no member 
of his class at Annapolis. In brief, it was 
as follows: 

As a lieutenant on the steam sloop Mis- 
sissipp! in the West Gulf squadron he took 
part in 1962 in the greatest naval achieve- 
ment of the war, the capture of New Or- 
leans, and in 1868 in the capture of Port 
Hudson. In July, 1863, he was in the en- 
gagement with the confederates below Don- 
aldsonvilie, La. During 138% and 136 he was 
on the gunboat Agawam of the North At- 


lantic blockading squadron. In De- 
cember, 13864 he participated in the 
first attack oon Fort “Fisher, and 
in January, 136, he took part in the 
second attack on Fort Fisher. On March 
8, 13865, he was commigsioned a lieutenant- 
@eommander. 

Dewey was in Montpelier on a visit when 
Sumter was fired on and the first call to 
duty came. He hurried to Washington and 
was eventually assigned to duty on the 
eo-called sloop of war Mississippi. She was 
in realty a side-wheel steamboat of 1700 tons 
and was armed with a battery of 17 guns. 
She was a dig steamer for those days, a 
very formidable adversary. Her command- 
er was the late Melancton Smith, one of 
the most brilliant and boldest fighters in 
the entire Union service. Commander Smith 
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was & born strategist, resourceful, anways 
ready for any emergency, and young Dewey 
could not have been more lucky in his as- 
signment to take his first lessons tn actual 
warfare under such a brave man as Melanoc- 
ton Smith. Dewey was doubly luéky in 
that he learned the art of war almost sim- 
ultaneously under G@mith and Farragut. 
The capture of New Orleans brought Dew- 
ey and Farragut into close contact and the 
influence of the former on the latter was 


striking and lasting. 1t was trom Farragut, 
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bold of heart and blunt of speech, that 


courage which enabled him to pass unhesi- 
tatingly over torpedoes into the Bay of Ma- 
nila. 

It was months after the opening of the 
war before Dewey got a chance to fight. 
Meantime, while on the Powhattan at Vera 
Cruz, awaiting a definite assignment, there 
came to him an opportunity not to be neg- 
lected of practising mimic warfare with his 
fists. The Powhattan had been hurriedly 
dispatched to the coast of Mexico because 
of secret news from the United States Min- 
ister there that there was a rebellion in 
Mexico; that Vera Cruz was besieged, and 
that American interests were in danger. 
So the moth-eaten old Powhattan, with of- 
ficers and men raked together from every- 
where, had been sent from the League Isl- 
and Navy Yard in Philadelphia to Vera 
Cruz. Arrived there, Minister McLean's in- 
formation and fears were found to have been 
groundless. There was no rebellion on in 
Mexico, no besiegement, no affliction of 
American interests. 

Among the young officers In the steerage 
were George Dewey and his old classmate, 
Joshua Bishop. 

One evening, when the weather was hot 
enough to spoil anybody's temper, Dewey 
and Bishop were sitting in the steerage, 
which adjoined the wardroom, reading and 
writing letters. They were on opposite 
sides of the table, in the center of which 
was a candle, Dewey did not have enough 
light to suit him, so he drew the candle 
more over to his side of the table. Bishop 
glared and drew back the candle. Dewey 
drew it over a second time. Bishop pulled 
it his way. 

The candle sputtered, toppled over and 
spilled hot grease on Bishop's fingers. Both 
cadets jumped to their feet, climbed over 
the table and grabbed for each other. 
There was a sudden mix-up and Dewey and 
Bishop, first on the table and then on the 
floor, were pummeling each other for all 
they were ‘worth.

A more recent event Illustrates, perhaps 
more plainiy, the effect of music on the 
nerves during times of intense mental] strain 
and danger. The terrible hurricane which 
swept the Samoan Islands on March 15, 
1889, resulted in the loss of three ships be- 
longing to the United States navy, and de- 
prived this country of the services of 146 
officers and men, the flower of the navy, 
who were drowned during the catastrophe. 

The crulser Trenton was the flagship of 
the station. When the commanding officer 
found that escape was impossible instruc- 
tions were given for the drums to beat to 
order. Excitement wasrampant. Men, for 
the nonce, face to face with death, acted 
under a strange, uncontrollable nervous im- 
pulse. Fiercer and flercer blew the hurri- 
cane; bigger and more powerful became the 
waves. All anchors wére down in vain ef- 
fort to keep the shipsyfrom dragging. Sud- 
denly the strains of ‘Auld Lang Syne’’ were 
heard above the roaring, raging storm, The 
effect was instantaneous; music had suc- 
ceeded where training and discipline had 
failed. Every heart was once more stout, 
every nerve braced, and manhood again as- 
serted itself. The Trenton made one mad 
plunge and disappeared, and the vesse! lay 


hidden in a mass of foam, but in the face 
of cruel death music had triumphed over 
nervous and mental disorder. 

Physiology explains this change of mind 
and purpose. The action of the nerves lit- 
erally increases the action of the heart and 
quickens the circulation of the blood. Re- 
newed energy and fearlessness ig the re- 
sult. Panic and cowardice are only other 
names for arrested circulation and wun- 
healthy heart action. 

Such music as I have mentioned in con- 
nection with these incidents might not be 
good for nervousness, but it ought to be @ 
splendid antidote for torpid livers. For 
nervousness, perhaps, the musical prescrip- 
tion should be carefully compounded, but 
the patient in imbibing liberal doses of Was- 
ner’s music would not go far astray. I 
frequently will go on the platform jaded and 
worn, with a racking headache, and at 
the end of the concert will be so refreshed 
and virile that one not knowing the secret 
might think I had passed through the fa- 
mous rejuvenating fire of Rider Haggard’s 
“She.” If this is so with me, why not with 
every one? 

It is a well-known fact that the most vio- 
lent cases of insanity are soothed and made 
tractable by the sound of musical harmonies, 
Lcok at Wagner's great friend and patron, 
Ludwig II., King of Bavaria. It is safe to 
Say that but for his financial and personal 
encouragement the tmmortal composer 
would, never have given to the world his 
greatest masterpieces, Fancy, if you can, 
those entire operas being given with great 
vocalists,an orchestra ofa hundred and fifty, 
with a perfect ‘“‘mise é6n scene,” all this in 
a magnificent opera house, the sole auditor 
being that royal recluse who probably at 
the moment feit the incipient pulsings of 
that mental] malady which afterwards led 
him to his tragical suicide in Sternberg’s 
historic lake. Is it to be doubted that the 
royal lunatic received from these musical 
feasts such surcease from his malady as 
made him look upon Wagner as both phy- 
sicilan and friend? From time immemorial 
it has been stated, ‘“Music has charms to 
soothe the savage breast,” but it is only 
now being understood that it has properties 
which aiso soothe and minister to the alil- 
ments of the cultured and refined. 

It has been stated that prior to a canni- 
balistic feast the victim Is treated to a wild 
tattoo of barbaric melody by the prospective 
participants in the meal, Whether this 
is done In the sense of hypnotizing the victim 
or to make him welcome his approaching 
fate as a happy release, is not stated. In 
the ancient civilizations whose records have 
been dimmed by eons of time, it Is very sure 
that the priesthood reserved to ftself the 
knowledge of such music as was existent. 

Why? Because this exclusive knowledge 
gave them control over those less favored. 
These ancient priest-musicians - were, be- 
yond the shadow of a doubt, the original 
physicians, and they doubtless possessed 
in an eminent degree that magnetism which 
in these days develops a De Reszke or Pad- 
erewski on the one hand, or a Pepper or a 
Pasteur on the other. 

It must have occurred to the most casual 
observer what a finely developed and 
healthy person is the average musician. Is 
the constant practice of his art not in some 
way responsib:e for this? And this, being 
so, may we not look forward in the coming 
century to a new school of medicine, the 
graduates of which will be as conversant 
with the fugues of aBch, the majestic sym- 
phonies of Beethoven or the weird mysti-. 
cism of Wagner as-is the present practi- 
tioner with the boluses of Esculapius?

At the recent convention of the American 
Society of Civil Engineers, held at Cape 
May, the largest and most important gath- 
ering in the history of the society, Prof. 
Oberlin Smith of Bridgeton, N. J., in @ 
carefully prepared paper dealing with the 
recent improvements in transportation, said 
the time was close at hand when the jour- 
ney from New York to Philadelphia could 
be made in one-fourth the schedule time of 
the fastest express train. This was not & 
mere flight of imagination, for he proceeded 
to convince his auditors, men of the highest 
engineering skill and attainments, that his 
statement was easily within the bounds of 
possibility. 

Prof. @mith has the reputation im the 
engineering profession of being © modest, 
conservative man, of sound judgment, and 
an authority on mechanics. He is president 
of the Ferracute Machine Co. et Bridge 
ton, N. J. Prof, Smith has given much at- 
tention to the probleme which restrict the 


speed of railway trains, and has come to 

the conclusion that the Umit of speed by 

the use of steam has been almost reached. 
however, presents a force

convention,”’ sald Prof. Smith, when asked 
to tell how space could be annihilated at 
the rate of three milesa minute. “I did not 
saw that rubber tired locomotives could be 
made to travel two or three times faster 
than their present speed. My reference was 
to rubber tires on elctric cars. Electricity 
will undoubtedly be the motive power used 
on the railroad of the near future.”’ 

Prof. Smith thinks the first railway on 
which electricity will take the place of 
steam will be built between New York and 
Philadelphia, because of the comparatively 
short distance, the great travel between 
the two cities and the large profits to be de- 
rived from such a road. 

“Of course the road would have to be ele- 
vated,”’ he said, “to do away with the grade 
crossings, and it would be an air line, for 
curves would not permit of the high rate of 
speed desired. It would be a double or tri- 
ple track road, controlled by an automatic 
electric block system. Electric power would 
be transmitted through the rans, and trang- 
mitting stations could be located at inter- 
vals of ® or © miles. There would be no 
trains, but each car would have its own 
motor and would be run singly.”’ 

“The cars would be two or three times the 
length of the ordinary railroad passenger 
oar, and would be built of steel upon the 
principle recognised in bicyale construction 
—that of obtaining lightness with strength. 


tainable speed will be devoid of danger. 
The cars should be tapering at the ends 
to minimize the resistence, and the wheels 
might have rubber tires to minmize noise 
and jar.’’ 

Prof. Smith t¢ too conservative an engi- 
neer to fix a definite maximum speed for 
euch an electric roa das he describes. There 
are no insurmountable problems in meochan- 
ics that would prevent cars being run at 
three miles a minute, but in going much be- 
yond that speed centrifugal force would 
heave to be reckoned with, and it is doubt- 
ful if wheels could be made that would 
stand the test. 

Such a road will be built, Prof. Smith 
thinks, just as soon @s capitalists can be 
convinced that it is a physical possibility 
and is likely to be a financial success. He 
hes studied the engineering problems in- 
volved and believes he has solved them 
nearly ell, but as he is neither a projector 
nor a promoter of railway schemes, it re- 
mains for the organizer and the capitalist

The Far-Reaching Significance 
of the Recent Dreyfus 
Trial. 


BY HABRIS OOTTHELL ALTSHUL, 
Rabbi and Delegate to the Basle Con- 
gress. 

HH Dreyfus trial in France and the 
Congress of Zionists at Basle, Swits- 
erland, mark the turning point in 

the history of the Hebrews as a scat- 
tered nation, and the two events wil] have 
@ greater political bearing than most states- 
men imagine. The malicious anti-Jewish 
movement in France will reach its culmina- 
tion either in the acquittal or conviction of 
Dreyfus. It was reached in Russia a few 
years ago, when the Hebrews were perse- 
cuted and driven from their homes, and 
had to seek an asylum in the United States. 
In a lesser degree a similar ostracism and 
persecution of a petty nature are visited 
upon the Jews in Germany, Italy, Austria 
and even in Denmark and Norway and Swe- 
den. It has been manifest to people of our 
nationality that we were not wanted in 
continental Europe for the past quarter of 
a century, and now we propose to relieve 
that past of the world of the odium of 
our presence. 

The Dreyfus persecution has helped to 
forward the Zionist movement as nothing 
else could, and at the congress at Basle it 
influenced members to the extent that the 
resettlement of the Jews in Palestine as an 
independent nation is an assured success. 
Over two million members of the Jewish 
race have signified their intention to make 
& move toward the Holy Land when the 
word is given, and another million will fol- 
low if the step proves @ success, Most of 


these emigrants would come from Europe 
where they are persecuted, and not many 
from the United States. The result of this 
movement would be to paralyze some of 
the European nations that have been fore- 
most in the persecution of the Jews. witb- 
out resorting to undue boasting it becomes 
one to speak of the financial side of the

about the Americans as a nation of shep- 
keepers and idly drinking their absinthe in 
the cafes, the Hebrews have been conduct- 
ing quietly and intelligently the business of 
the country. Most of the capitalists of 
Franoe to-day belong to our race. They rep- 
resent more than half the actual wealth of 
the republic. Should their milions be sudden. 
ly withdrawn and their securities converted 
into available funds, a wholesale panic 
would break out in France that would be 
worse than the revolution. Yet, what other 
alternative have the Hebrews in this land 
of antiJews and anti-Dreyfusards, which 
have become almost synonymous terms? If 
the Zionist movement begins this year, 
which it is apt to do if the Dreyfus trial 
starts another wholesale persecution of 
Jews similar to that In Russia five years 
ago, the march toward the Holy Land will 
begin. That will be the land of refuge for 
the new nation born of persecution and sor- 
row. 

In Germany the Rothschilds own millions 
of the national wealth, and other promi- 
nent Jewish families control hundreds of 
millions more. The withdrawal of all these 
funds would cripple Germany, but not ruin 
ber as it would France. The same is true 
of Russia. 

Our purpose is to purchase Palestine eut- 
right, and there found a republic similar to 
that of the United States. To this republic 
all of the law-abiding Hebrews of the world 
would be invited. At first the new nation 
would be small In numbers, but I doubt not 
the richest on the face of the globe. Should 


all the Jews in the world go there the 
wealth of the republic would exceed that of 


the United States with all of its natural 

~surces and mineral valuables and expand- 
ing industries. But, of course, all of our 
people would not go to the Holy Land. 
Those occupying positions of influence in 
England and America would have no need 
to leave. In fact, we would not desire 
such a change. We would need the sym- 
pathy and moral support of England and 
America, for with our comperatively few 
numbers we would be helpless before the 
aggression of any European power that 
might attempt to force a war upon us. We 
would be placed in the same position as 
China ts to-day, and would de just as help- 
less to stay the hand of the enemy. We 
would have the money, but not the soldiers 
to protect it. 

It will require millions of dolars to make 
the movement e success, but funds are not 
difficult to secure. We have the backing of 
capitalists of our race in every county of 
Europe and America, and when the hegira 
begins there will be ample capita] to trans- 
port all who wish to go and give them «& 
start in the new land. It will be the most 
phenomenal hegira in the world’s history.

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ELECTRICITY USED TO WRECK A BRIDGE. 


A New and Novel Use for Electrical Appliances Found by a Contrac- 
tor “on the Banks of the Wabash.” 


FaLtor Tne First SPAN. | 
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The Old Bridge at Clin- 
ton, Imnd., Was Las- 
ily Removed. | 


HEN the old wooden bridge over 
W the Wabash River at Clinton, Ind., 
fell with a crash last week a new 


| use was demonstrated for electricitey. A 


novel experiment had been tried and proven 
remarkably successful. It was wrecking 
a bridge by electric current. 

The old bridge at Clinton was bullt In 
1858. and was a frame structure supported 
on stone pliers. It consisted of three spans, 
with a total length of 735 feet. Originally 
the bridge belonged to a stock company, 

njoyed the distinction of being the 
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bridge became antiquated it was decided 
to replace it with one of more modern de- 
sign and of durable construction. The coun- 
*y authorities purchased the approaches, 
piers and abutments and entered into con- 
tract for a new steel superstructure to be 
erecied on the existing plers and abutments 
which were of ample strength and in good 
condition. 

The owner of the old bridge agreed ta re- 
move the frame structure within 30 days. 
He found, however, that this was no easy 
accomplishment. He traveled about, con- 
sulted bridge and house wreckers, wrote 
letters and sent telegrams, but all to no 
purpose. No company oF individual was 
found that would agree to take down the 
timbers, leaving the masonry intect, in the 
time available. The 30 days passed, and the 
old bridge still stood. 
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fire. but that would crack or {njure the ma- 
sonry. Several other plans were suggested, 
but the only sure way seemed to be the 
erection of false work, and that method 
was out of the question, owing to the short- 
hess of time allotted for the work. 


At this juncture H. N. Mills, an electric- 
ian living in Clinton, suggested the use of 
electricity. He agreed to wreck the wood- 
en bridge structure without injuring the 
piers. Although the undertaking was a 
novel one, Mr. Mills was confident that his 
method must-prove successful, and he was 
right. His offer was gladly accepted. The 
method adopted was perfectly simple, and 
this is the way it was put into execution: 


Each span of the bridge was composed of 
nine cords, each consisting of three tim- 
bers. Therefore if these 27 sills were cut 
simultaneously s,the spand would drop be- 
tween the piers to the river beneath. This 
was what was actually done, the cutting

HAY FEVE 


By Dr. Edwin L. Gauter. 
AY FEVER is a catarrha! affection 


interfering with the eyes, nose and 

air passages. The symptoms are evi- 
dent from an oppressive feeling and defec- 
tive vision. The eyes are the second part to 
be attacked. Later the victim complains of 
stuffiness in the nose, and the irritation 
may swell to such an extent as to render 
breathing almost impossible. There is also 
a profuse discharge at the nose accom- 
panied by excessive eneezing. The catarrhal 
trouble may develop into deafness. 

Not infrequently the allment causes a 
dryness in the thoat. If the bronchial 
tubes are attacked there will be a cough 
and a sense of constriction across the chest. 

Hay fever has a most depressing influence 
on @ person. A dry climate ts especially 
advantageous to a cure. A cure may be ex- 
pected in most cases, and where it cannot 
be obtained, great relief can be afforded. 

At least three things are concerned in the 


production of an attack, local irritability 
of the mucous membrane, some direct ex- 


acting cause, and a general nervous consti- 
tution of the individual. It is a fact that 
the greatest sufferers from hay fever are 
the English-speaking people. The victims 


are found mostly among the educated 
classes. Persons living in the city are more 
likely to be attacked than country fo.ks. 
Men are more susceptible to the ailment 
than women, and heredity has something 
to do with its influence. 

The most powerful exciting cause of hay 
fever is the pollen of certain grasses, but 
dust or the perfume of some plants, or even 
the odor of certain animals is likely to 
Start an attack in those who are predis- 
posed to It. 

The hay fever season, if I may so term 
it, begins the latter part of August, and 
usually lasts for six weeks. 

Bromide of potassium, 10 or 20 grains, 
with 3 minims of liquor arsenicalis is bene- 
ficial in allaying the nervous erethesim met 
with In hay fever. 

Some recommend morphine. Although 
cures have been effected by the use of that 
drug it is sO dangerous that it should only 
be employed as a last resource. 

Persons afflicted with hay fever should 
avoid the sun and wear blue glasses. 

There are dozens of remedies which could 
be suggested, but it would be foolhardy to 
try them without the direction of a physi- 
clan. 


DISCUSSED BY ST.,

AY FEVER, a form of astfma, de- 
pendent on an idiosyncrasy, always 
occurs In warm weather, usually in 

August or September, but sémetimes ear- 
lier. It is known as autumnal fever. The 
attacks are sudden, but patients are some- 
times able to predict their approach by 
former experience. The attack in most 
persons occurs annually at about the same 
time of the year. 

There are great differences in degree of 
intensity and severity in different persons 
and even in the same individual at differ- 
ent seasons. ; 

There is also a great Gifference tn regard 
to the duration of the disease in different 
individuals. In some persons the milder at- 
tacks last but a few days and terminate 
in resolution or recovery as they do in 
ordinary bad colds, but in the more severe 


forms there are few diseases more distress- ° 


ing to the patient. 

The disease begins usually suddenly by 
sneezing, headache, feeling of chilliness, 
eyes watering and a profuse watery dis- 
charge from the nose, headache and a 
slight fever, usually a temperature of from 
101 to 102 In a few hours the asthmatic 
symptoms present themselves and become 
predominant, evinced by a cough, constric- 
tion or tightness of the chest and great 
difficulty in breathing. There is usually 
loss of appetite and frequently marked in- 


somnia. The duration of the disease in 
the milder forms is from two days to a 


week and in the more severe forms from 
four to six weeks. In fact a complete re- 
covery rarely occurs until after a decided 
frost. 

As far as medicines are concerned, there 
is no specific for hay fever. The most senel- 
ble thing for a patient suffering from this 
disease to do, where it is at all possible, is 
to go to some locality where hay fever 
does not prevail, for instance, the White 
Mountains or the Adirondacks. There are 
also places in Michigan and Minnesota 
where the disease is unknown and patients 
going there are relieved as if by magic. 

To those unfottunates who are unable 
to get the benefit of a change of abode, 
even temporary, relief to some extent will 
frequently be obtained by the local applice- 
tion of a 1 per cent solution of cocaine to 
the nasal mucous membrane followed in an 
hour by a local application of a 4 per cent 
solution of antipyrine for the difficult 
breathing and the asthmatic symptoms and 
for the watery discharge from the nose, the 
hypodermic use of 1-200 of a grain of sul- 
phate of atropia. None of these remedies, 
however, should ever be administered by 
any one but a physician or under the ob- 
servation of a physician. 


ENTOMBED IN AN ARIZONA MINE 
RICHARD FISHER LIVED TWO DAYS. 


TOMBSTONE, Ariz., Sept. 10. 
Special Correspondence of Sunday Post-Dispatch. 
HIS is the story of a brave man, who 
if was buried alive. He lived for nearly 
two days while entombed 900 feet be- 
low the surface of the earth, with thou- 
sands of tons of debris above him. Too cour- 
ageous to despair, he hoped almost against 
hope for rescue. ‘Too iron-willed to give 
way. to fear, he muintained a cheerfulness 
almost phenomenal during this ordeal, the 
horror of which cannut be surpasyed by any 
other mans experience. He even so far 
controlled himself as to actually say to his 
rescuers when they had dug within 60 fect 
of his imprisoned body: ‘Take your (time, 
boys.” He was suffocated at the end of % 
hours, without having uttered a complaint 
at the mental and physical agony of his 
fate. 

Surely this Is one of the most remarkable 
instances of manly fortitude ever recorded, 

The name of this hero was Richard Fish- 
er. He perished near Tombstone, Ariz., vic- 
tim of a cave-in of the Tranquillity Mine, 
where he was working. 

When the crash came Fisher was in an 
old “‘stope” of the mine. Countless tons 
of earth descended, currying with them 
death ard destructicn, splntering the big 
mining timbers a8 though they were so 
many matches, and causing the ground in 
that vicinity to tremble with the violence of 
the shoek. Beneath this awful avaianche 
poor Fisher was cauaht.

escaped instant death, but the miners im- 
media.ely went to the labor of rescuing 
their unfortunate comrade. Dead or a.ive, 
bey would search until they found him.

The idea of this unique exhibition, the first 
of the kind ever attempted in Missouri, was 
suggested to the Fair Association by ‘‘Ed- 
dic’’ Green, president of the Texas Midland 
Railroad. It was quickly taken up and 
Other railroad men and several! cattlemen 
were called into consultation. Among them 
were Zack Mulhall, live stock agent of the 
Frisco Railroad; W. H. Bradrick, who has 
had wide experience in such enterprises in

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DAWSON, March 10, 1899. 
UU WANT to know if they have thaw- 
Y ing machines here. Yes, they have 
a few in active operation, and many 
stranded along the Yukon. The machine is 
a steam boiler with a steam hose and noz- 
zle, which latter is driven into the ground, 
and then the steam is turned on under a 
heavy pressure. I do not know just how 
fast they can sink, or drift; it depends on 
men, size of engine, character of ground, 
etc., etc. But I should say about half as 
fast as they claim, Of an average four or 
five feet per day. From one and a half to 
two feet per day is very fast work for the 
average man u&ing fires fur thawing. Dr fr- 
ing is quicker, as that admits of more rapid 
thawing. In burning they meke two fires, 
one at night and one in the forenoon after 
cleaning up What has been thawed during 
the night. It is dangerous work. A big 
pyre is built, the lower half of dry wood, 
while the upper half is of green wood, to 
hold the heat back, thea the man on the 
inside lights the fire, gets Into the bucket, 
when the top man “windlasses” him out, 
with a column of smoke and flame following. 
You can imagine what not infrequentiy 
happens when the top man is too slow, the 
fire too fast or the rope weak. The outside 
part is not much better; perhaps, on the 
whole, it is worse. There the danger is not 
from heat, but cold. The top man is gen- 
erally half stupid from excessive cold. You 
question about anything and he will give 
dull or sullen answers. Fifty degrees below 
zero, more or less, does not make a man 
love his kind. If you wish to learn anything 
about a neighborhood go into a cabin, and 
there you will find a thawed-out, genia) fel- 
low, willing and able to talk Intel.igently. 
About the prices of claims. A great many 
men go out of this country and talk about 
their claims on this or that creek, and the 
big price at which they-sold or hold them. 
Now the truth Is that any one can get a 
claim in good ground for a twenty or two, 
and his selling price depends only on the 
impression he wishes to make on the public 
at large. The fake mine owner’s ambition 
usually is to get up a party of so many at 
so much per head. This, with the take-outs 
in the way of discounts on fares and dis- 
counts on outfits, makes a fairly good busi- 
ness wenture for the organizer, but the 
members of the party are as generally pret- 
ty badly “skinned” as if they had stayed at 
home and fallen into the hands of the 
“sheilman,” or the faro dealer. That would 
really not have been as bad, for the process 
would not have been dragged out over a 
year’s time and thousands of miles of snow 
and ice like the Yukon trip. We have had 
very little snow this season, not more than 
two and a half feet on the level. They tell 
me that last year it was up. to one’s arm- 
pits, say five or five and a half feet. The 
reports about deep snow this year are prob- 
ably necessary to explain the slowness an@ 
irregularity of the mails—they need them 
in the business. Just now we are having 
pleasant sero weather with light snows. It 
ie said that February and March are the 
snowy months, which seems 
though it snows at any time 
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the sun appeared over the mountain it 
threw a great jet of light straight up into 
the heavens. This was surrounded by a 
golden halo, and then on either side of this 
were two smaller vertical jets, each with a 
perfect rainbow around it. It is generally 
followed by very cold weather, as !s a dis- 
play of Northern lights. The cold must have 
agreat influence on the sense of tasfe and 
smell, both seeming to be impaired to a 
large extent. Capt. Olsen tells me that the 
farther north one goes the more marked 
this becomes. 

Day before yesterday I took a long tramp 
(68 miles) and am good and tired, too. I 
went out to look at a claim that was vacant 
and it was a little “‘stampede” all by my- 
self. It can’t be called sport by any means, 
making 6 miles a day. However, it is not 
quite as brutal as real stampeding, which Is 
certainly a most brutal drain on one’s vi- 
tality. That is a road race in any degree of 
heat or cold, over hills and through brush, 
regardless of health or strength, or of fro- 
zen faces, hands or feet; a brutal effort to 
“get there’”’ first, and 99 times in 100 there 
is nothing in {t after all. But when mys- 
terlous whispers begin to. be circulated 
about a “great find’’ somewnere, and that 
60 determined men are to set off at midnigNt, 
even with the thermometer showing & de- 
grees below zero, visions of possible mil- 
lions arise, and every one gets daffy, and off 
they go, 200 or 300, helter-skelter, prepared 
or not, taking all manner of risks. Then 
come the disappointed hopes, the frozen 
noses and toes, the colds, rheumatism, 
pneumonia and other aftermaths. And all 
due solely to the stupid disregard of every- 
thing but the one idea of staking out a claim 
in a newly discovered district—a wild-cat 
claim, too, generally. However, I think they 
have killed King Stampede. The new regula- 
tions require the immediate posting of a no- 
tice every time a new discovery is recorded. 
This takes away al) the miystery. There 
will be no more quiet tips of a rush off to 
this or that point of the compass. No more 
“IT will put you onto a new thing, §% to the 
pan; will put you on for a half interest,” 
etc., etc. That's all ended. By the way 
that new law in British Columbia is going 
to make another big rush in here, a repeti- 
tion of last year’s Insanity. They have de- 
cided to allow no foreigners to own mines in 
British Columbia. So all the thousands who 
rushed for the Atlin country will have no 
chotce but to turn back or come in here 
and sell their outfits, and get out like the 
“poomers” of last year. (I don’t know 
whether they are “boomers” or “sooners 
—there seems to be a difference of opinion 
regarding the precise term for them.) I 
saw a piece of quartz the other day that

nature’s processes are not a matter of sea- 
sons or years, but of millions of years— 
moisture and frost will tear down the most 
goild of rocks—and while there may be but 
little gold in the thin seams, 
lumps of quartz each season for thousands 
of years has probably added its small quota 
to the grand total. Nature’s machinery is 
immense, her powers are irresistible, her 
time, eternity. It doesn’t seem to me that 
there is need of any theory when the facts 
are so plain. Glacial action, or volcanoes, 
or old river beds. The gold is like the 
quartz, you find it anywhere, and the the- 
ories do not hold water when they contra- 
dict themselves. This old river bed theory, 
for tnstance, could hardly account for all 
the gold scattered over 30 square miles, with 
pay-streaks running in all directions. It 
would have requnred a dozen rivers to have 
covered that territory. So with a glacier, 
also; it can’t go about everywhere dropping 
pay-streaks wherever and in whatever direc- 
tion it wishes.

Shall 
start in a couple of days, and be gone two 
or three weeks, so if you miss a letter lay 
it to that, for I shall miss one mail, unless 
I should happen not to go; nothing is so un- 
certain as a Klondike engagement. But, if I 
do go, just remember that to post my next 
letter I shall have to walk, going and com- 
ing, just 60 miles. 
DAWSON, April 13, 1899. 
Your three last letters received. I should 
not advise A. to come up here, not because 
he is not strong enough, but I don’t honest- 
ly think there is any show for any one here 
at all. I don’t see anytMing ahead or any 
show of getting hold of*atisthing in a legiti- 
mate way. W. just had an experience with 
the “office.” He staked & good claim and 
went to the Recorder’s office. When they 
found out where the claim was and that it 
was a good one, they laughed at him, and 
told him that It had been recorded three 
days before.

NATURAL cave of honey has just 
been discovered on Col Moses C. 
Wetmore’s 7000-acre game preserve 
in Taney County, 60 miles south of this

How far into the side of the 
mountain this cave extends is an unset- 
tled question. The mouth of the cave is 
6 feet in diameter, and it presents a solid 
front of honey comb. While the bees ap- 
pear to be of the common species, they 
are, by reason of environment, perhapa, 
unusually hostile, and but few men have 
had the bravery to approach the place. 
The discovery was made by William Hunt, 
who is in charge of Col. Wetmore’s game 
preserve as keeper. 

As soon as Hunt found tne treasure he 
communicated with Maj. George H. Me- 
Cann of this city, who is associated with 
Col. Wetmore in the ownership and man- 
agement of the extensive preserve. Maj. 
MoCann made atrip to Taney County to see 
the novel bee hive, taking with him @ par- 
ty of Springfield friends. Maj. McCann 
made as thorough an inspection as the 
hostility of the bees would permit, and 
be is now devising plans for harvesting the 
honey. If this cave is like the average 
Ozark Mountain cavern it is a half mile 
or a mfle in length. The dees may have 
only woven a web of honey at the front oF 
they may have filled the entire space. This 
is a question that will soon be determined. 

This remarkable bee hive is & novelty 
within a novelty, for Col Wetmore’s pre- 
serve is well worth a thousand miles of 
travel to see. The Colonel and his asso- 
ciates have stocked the 7000 acres with an- 
imals, fish and birds of almost every spe 
cies, but they made no arrangements for 
bees. Now that nature has supplied that 
omission, the game preserve is @ menag- 
erie such as cannot be found elsewhere. 
A barbed wire fence of 17 strands sur- 
rounds the place, and White River, a most 
romantic mountain stream, navigable for 
small boats, fows through it.

political prominence, but he 4id all he 
could to keep out of politics. He can tell 
no pretty stories about how, when he was 
a little boy, his ambition was fired by some 
noble example and he determined to be a 
great statesman. 

He started in life with a determination to 
be a good lawyer. 

In 1884 he entered the race for the Attor- 
ney-Generalship and was elected, serving 
four years. 

“I thought that was the end of my po- 
litical career,” he said. “But here I am, 
Governor of Arkansas and a candidate for 
the United States Senate, which only 
Proves that sometimes a man cannot order 
his life as he chooses. 


“In 1891 the business men of Little Rock 
insisted that I be a candidate for the Legis- 
lature. I consented, on condition that the 
race be a fair one, and that no violence be 
used to nullify the negro vote. I don’t like 
the negro in politics any better than the 
next one, but I don’t believe in violence be- 
ing used to keep him out. Well, I didn’t 
make a speech in that campaign, and 
didn’t contribute a cent to the campaign, 
but I was elected. 

“In 189% a young man named Harrod 
anonunced himself a candidate for Gov- 
ernor. In his announcement he made & 
terrible mistake. He said he would support 
the national ticket if Rothschild wrote the 
platform and the devil was the candidate, 
although he was a silver man. Our people 
wouldn’t stand that. They ins‘sted that I 
be a candidate. Harrod and I canvassed the 
State jointly, and I carried & out of 7% 
counties. 

“In the canvass for election I had a par- 
ticularly interesting time. Down in our 
Btate we never think of canvassing sepa- 
rately. I wouldn’t know how to make & 
speech if my opponent was not present to 
reply. It is the only fair way to make & 
canvass, as then the people have a chance 
to compare the candidates. 


“after T was nominated I anounced that 
I intended to canvass every county In the 
State. Some of the northern counties tn the 
Ozark Mountains had never been canvassed 
by State candidates, because they are with- 
out railroads. Of course, if I vanvassed 
them, the Republican candidate was com- 
pelled to. The commitiees met and agreed 
upon @ joint canvass, which included a trip 
of $60 miles in @ hack over the mountains. 
Remmel, the Republican, and I started out 
together in the sams hack. The expense 
we divided between us. We rode together, 
ate together, slept together and spoke to- 
gether. We didn’t spare each other in de- 
bafe, although we never allowed personall- 
to creep in. The temperature was as 
high as 110 nearly every day.

SKELETONS 


ON A TEXAS FARM. 


PARIS, Tex., Sept. 21. 

Special Correspondence of Sunday Post-Dispatch. 
Uati F. TINNIN of Glate Shoais, 
Tex., has dug up on his farm 6:x 
skeletons, apparently those of men 
of some ancient race. He and G. W. Mar- 
tin, a tenant, were digging a well. At the 
depth of 15 feet they came upon @ skull, 
then other bones. Further digging revealed 
five other skeletone, ell well preserved. 
They were laid out in regular order, side 
by side, in what appeared to be a trench. 
With them were pieces of ancient pottery 
and jewelry and slender pieces of boned 
fastened into tools. Some of them look as 
if they might have been used for coarse 

needles. 

One of the skeletons, almost gigantic, ap- 
pears to have been that of a very old per- 


son. Some of the teeth are gone and ihe 
others are hollow. Judging from the ap- 
pearance of the gravo, he was more highly 
honored than the others. Mr, Tinnin says: 

“Il believe the skeletons are those of 
Mound Builders. They could not have been 
buried originally at such a great depth 
and muet have been buried under newly 
formed é@urth. Another reason I believe 
they are mound builders is that there are 
numerous small mounds in the neighbor- 
hood, On the farm of my brother, L. W. 
Tinnin, is a very large mound, ® feet high. 
In the ravines and woods adjacent to the 
mounds pleces of pottery, arrow fiints and 
other implements have been occasionally 
unearthed for years and years and are sup- 
pored to have been washed out from the 
mounds, The place where the skejetons 
were found is a mile and a half from the 
river, but the mounds used to. overlook 
the old bed of the river, which has since 
changed ite channel. The Mound Builders 
always bullt their mounds along river 
courses.”’

Prof. A. F. Frumveller, S. J., of St. Louis University, describes double, 
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In the Missouri River Near St. ‘Charles ‘Is the ‘Scone of the Annus 
September Gathering of These Strange Birds.

University. 

GROUP of three suns, each shedding 
light and heat superfiuously upon 
the other two, all revolving harmon- 
fously in interlocked orbits, seems at first 


‘ gight an unusual] and startling phenome- 


mon. When we are assured, furthermore, 
that of these three one is utterly invisible, 
end will never be seen by the eye of man, 
we are apt to feel, perhaps, that there is 
deep mystery in the process which leads to 
such a remarkable result. 

One would imagine from some of the ac- 
counts given, that we have merely to 
photograph the pole star in order to per- 
ceive three images upon the plate. This 
is assuredly not the case. But leaving 
aside, for a moment, the process, the fact 
that Polaris is a triple etart Is not, to an 
astronomer, a very astonishing matter. The 
mumber of double and triple stars is quite 
large, considerably over a thousand such 
oases being on record. But of course we 
feel a momentary surprise in finding that 
guch an old friend as Polaris is among the 
number.

A well known double star, easily seen in 
@ small telescope, is Gamma Virginis. Tie 
two suns composing the system are nearly 
of equal size and brilliancy and the length 
of one revolution its 185 years. 

Another remarkable pair is Alpha Cen- 
tauri, both of the stars being of the first 
Magnitude and white in color. This sys- 
tem is moving through space at a rapid 
rate, but it wil] take millions of years be- 
fore its advance is perceptible without deli- 
cate instruments. 

In Autares, the bright red star in the 
heart of the Scorpion, we have a double in 
which the main sun is orange in hue, while 
the minor companion is green. What a 
epectacie must be presented to those (if 
there be any) living in planets belonging to 
these colored suns. How gorgeous the tints 
of an evening sunset, one sun. shining 
Brightly in the east, and shedding a faint

deep red light, now the brilliant rivalry of 
both stars together, each tinting the land- 
scape with its own shades and shadows. 
What scenery thus is spread forth by the 
hand of the all-wise Creator, for some pur- 
pose that as yet we know not of. 

To discover systems such as these re- 
quires merely a telescope, both stars being 
easily seen separate in the fleld of view. 

But the case of Sirlus presents a new fea- 
ture. This is the snow-white star lying 
nearly south of Orion’s cross, in the winter 
sky. It was discovered that, instead of 
pursuing its path straight on in space, away 
from our own sun, it receded, with a halt- 
ing motion, similar to that displayed by 
the extremity of a bar of wood when 
thrown into the air end over end. 

The period of this irregularity was 8 
years, and so sure were astronomers of the 
presence of an unseen star linked in its 
motion to Sirlus that Safford even com- 
puted thé precise position in which this 
disturbing companion was to be found. This 
was in 1861; in 1862 Alvan Clark, testing one 
of his large new telescopes, found a small, 
yellow star, previously unknown, at the 
spot indicated! 

The telescope has now done for us what 
it could, and we call in a more powerful 
inetrument to our assistance, the spectro- 
scope. But few words are needed to make 
clear {ts action. 

A beam of white Nght, when seen through 
a triangular prism of glass, spreads out 
into a band of color called -tthe spectrum; 
red is at one end and violet at the other, 
and between these extremes every possi- 
ble shade and tint is to be found. An ob- 
therefore, sends 
us a combination of all colors. If we place 
in front of the object, between it and the 
prism, any gas or this vapor 
will obstruct certain colors of the mixed 
light passing through it; and now, on 
looking through the prism, we see again 
color, but with vacant, dark 
spaces crossing it here and there. 

Every vapor or gas thus takes out a 
set of characteristic lines of its own from 
the complete spectrum. 

A star, if it had no atmosphere, might 
send us, we may say, a beam of white light, 
would unfurl into

A further remarkable fact Is this: When 


the star is approaching the earth, dead 


all, is displaced towards the violet end; and 
if it be receding, the epectrun is mo.ed 
along towards the red. Let us gee how 
this fact ts utilized. 

In a double star, the two components 
must revolve about one another: and it is 
possible that they may be so placed, as 
to cross in front of one another at every 
revolution. While crossing, one star moves 
to the right. The rear one passes behind 
it towards the left—motions, which are not 
discernible in the spectroscope. 

But after a time, the front star begins 
to move to the rear—away from us, that is— 
and the rear star comes forward; both are 
sending light simultaneously into the in- 
strument; but the approaching sun has its 
spectral lines shifted over towards the 
violet region, while the receding one moves 
its lines in the direction of the red end. 
Thus a double set of lines appears in the 
spectrum, where there was but one. 

Ordinarily, this doubling of the lines re- 
peats itself at intervals of a few days: so 
that such stars, as a rule, are in close 
proximity, and revolve rapidly in their or- 
bits. 

Polaris was long known as an ordinary 
double star, and visible as such in the tel- 
escope, before the above process was ap- 
plied to one of its components; it was 
thus finally found to be a triple—similar in 
its nature to Mizar, the central star in 
the tail of the Great Bear. 

This latter, called also Zeta Ursal, !s 
easily seen to be double by a sharp eye. 
without aid of an instrument. The larger 
component was discovered by Pickering, in 
1889, to have its spectral lines double every 
52 days. Its period is, therefore, 104 days: 
the velocity of its components is relatively 
about 100 miles a second, and their distance 
apart, according to Young, not greater than 
the diameter of Mar’s orbit. 

Beta Aurigae manifests the same phe- 
nomenon of doubling every four days, the 
two suns being only eight million miles 
apart. Four days Is likewise the period of 
the unseen component of Polaris. 

In the same class we may perhaps put 
Algol, although its companion is not bright. 
but dark and lifeless... Here there is no 
doubling of lines; but from the way in 
which the spectrum of the star shifts from 
a central position towards the red and then 


back again towards the violet we judge 


that Algol is moving in a circle around 
some unseen companion, This satellite at 
every revolution partially eclipses the star, 
shutting off much of its light while passing 
in front of it, and from the light variation 
thus observed the diameter of the orbit Is

‘Marvelous, indeed it is, that a slender beam 
of light, coming out from the depths of 
space, where it has been traveling cease- 
lessly for 10, 40, 100 years, should, in its 
arrival at our planet, be compelled not only 
to reveal the constitution and the motions 
of the star that long ago sent it forth, 
but to register with its own rays, in ite 
own handwriting, as it were, the data 
that it has furnished us. And, yet, this 
is the truth. Thousands of such star auto- 
graphs are stored away in the Draper 
Memorial bullding at Harvard, and their 
number tis being continually increased. 

Nothing has, as yet, been said concern- 
ing the existence of quadruple or multiple 
stars. In Epsilon Lyrae, two lunary eys- 
teins are found in revolution about their 
common center of gravity, at a distance 
apart, which it must take light several 
months to traverse; yet attraction reaches 
forth across this chasm and swings them 
into harmonious orbits! 

Again, the star, numbered 4, in the con- 
stellation of the Ware, consists of four 
principal and five subordinate memPers, 
nine in all; while in Theta Orionis a quar- 
tette of suns In the framework of the 
mightiest nebular eystem in the heavens. 
How many stars are entangled in the 
folds of this gigantic chaos—how many 
more are linked to it with bridges and 
delicate wisps of cosmical matter, no one 
may say; but the entire group is inconceiv- 
ably remote, and on a scale of largeness 
which appalls and baffles the imagination! 
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HE annual gathering of pelicans on 
- the big sandbar in the Missouri River 
at Pelican Bend, below St. Charles, 
was held on time this year. 
Pelican Bend got its name from the large 
numbers of pelicans that assemble there 
twice every year. There is a big flat bar 
in the river there which has endured far 
beyond the usual span of a bar’s existence 
in the treacherous, shifting current of the 
Missouri. The bar is the semi-annual stop- 
ping place of vast flocks of pelicans that 
migrate from South to North in the spring 
and from North to South in the fall. 
Persons who have observed their habits 
claim that they invariably arrive at Peli- 
can Bend on Sept. 4 and remain until cold 
weather sends them South. It is also 
claimed that they do not visit other places 
in this vicinity. Both these assertions are 
disputed by hunters. Pelicans, are seen 
every year in the King’s Lake neighbor- 
hood. Sometimes they arrive as early as 
Sept. 1 and sometimes they are 10 days 
or two weeks later. A flock of them passed 
over St. Louis last week. They were mis- 
taken for geese by some persons, but the

There are many varieties of pelican. The 
kind we see here is known to the natural- 
ist as the pelecanus eryrorynchos, which, 
as Mr. Dooley might say, is a mighty mean 
thing to say of any bird. It is one of the 
few varieties of the bird that ever gets 
further north than the temperate zone. It 
breeds in the Northwest, Pyramid Lake, 
Nevada, being a famous resort for it. It 
is devoted to its young, and will fight for 
them with the ferocity of a tiger. An an- 
gery pelican is not an antagonist to be de- 
spised. Its long, strong bill is as sharp as 
a dagger, and the bird drives it with force 
enough to send it through thick clothing 
and into the flesh more than an inch. 

The parent birds catch fish and after eat- 
ing their fill deposit the others in. their 
pouches under their bills and carry them 
to their young. These pouches will- hold 
from three to eight pounds of fish. They 
are elastic and when distended to 
utmost nearly touch the ground. When 
empty the pouch lies close up under the big 
bill and is merely a mass of wrinkles. It 
is this pouch that gives the pelican his

the germ of tetanus, or lockjaw. 

The bacillus tetani distils a poison so ter- 
rible that the venom of a rattlesnake is 
nectar compared to it. One grain will kill 
300 men, 

These death-dealNng creatures love a hot, 
damp climate. Any grain of sand, any 
tin can or rusty nail or scrap of metal or 
broken clamshell mcy have a score of them 
clinging to it. 

These are precisely the conditions of our 
American beach resorts—the moist, warm 
air, the beach too often strewn with rub- 
bish, and in any case littered with broken 
shells and with bits of wreckage froi@ 
which broken nails protrude, 

This summer the pest has been greater 
than for years. The number of. deaths 
from lockjaw in June and July will long 
be remembered It is strange that fre 
most deudly work of the germ is done in 
late spring and early autumn.

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éé R. PETERS,” the versatile St. 
[) Louis detective whose achieve- 
ment in capturing the leader 
of the Forest Lawn train robbers was 
related in the Sunday Post-Dispatch, and 
whose identity must be conceaied to 
conserve the interests of his calling, 
has told to the Sunday Post-Dispatch 
the second of the series of stories of 
his adventures to be printed in this pa- 
per. This tale deals exclus'vely with life 
and scenes in the Northwest, nearly ® 
years ago, and has for its plot the detec- 
tive’s assignment to locate a band of horse 
thieves. 

In 1881, when the Northern Pacific Rall- 
road was being constructed through Dako- 
ta—before Dakota was divided—the rallroad 
company was ereatly hampered in its work 
by the depredations of horse thieves. The 
thieves made it next to 'mpossible for the 
advance corps of survevors to make the 
progress required of them. The borses of 
the corps were frequently stolen when they 
would be several days’ journey ahead of 
their base of supplies. These thefts would 
of a necessity stop all work until fresh 
horses could be secured from the main 
camp at the end of the rall line, which 
usually required a week's time. 

The ral'road company placed the case in 
the hands of “Dr. Peters.’ His mission 
was to ascertain the identity of the mem- 
bers of the band and communicate that in- 
formation to the home office. The plan 
was for the hme office to then notifv all 
the State officers in the locality infested 
by the thieves and allow the offcers to 
make the arrests. The professional borse 
thieves of thore davs invariably spent their 
time when they had money in some town 
or mining camp, where gambling, Hquor 
and excitement covld be induleed fn, and 
the identity of the men wanted once known, 
it would be only a question of time until 
they should be anprehen‘ted.

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Colonel Clarke Disputes the Claim of Albert 
Baker of Chicago as ‘‘The Only Sur- 
vivor,’’ and Talks of Himself and 
California Followers of 
Gen. Walker. 


eae LEW A. CUARKE, the veteran 
secretary of the St. Louls Elks 

Club, says the claim of Albert Ba- 
ker of Chicago that he is the only survivor 
of Walker's Nicaraguan expedition in 1866, 
is unfounded. There are at least 20 men 
living who were with Gen. Walker. Most 
of them live in California. Maj. D. B. 
Woolf is one of them. He gained his title 
while serving on Gen. Walker's staff. At 
present he is secretary of the California 
Supreme Court Commission. 

(ol. Clarke is another survivor. 

He has a medal to show for his partici- 
pation in that remarkable campaign. 

The Chicago survivor, familiarly referred 
ito as “Dad” Baker, is not remembered by 
Col. Clarke. Judging from some of his 
‘statements, Col. Clarke does not believe 
that Baker was very close to the scene of 
any battle. The following story speaks for 
fiself:

é¢ AM one of the few survivors of the 

| Walker expedition to Niearagua in 
1955-7. At that time the inhabitants 
of the South American Republic had for 
30 years been engaged in internecine wars.

My memory for names and dates mugt 
necessarily be a little defective. 

“Chatillon met Gen. William Walker, 
known as the ‘Gray-Eyed Man of Des- 
tiny.” Walker was a lawyer and journal- 
ist, having drifted from bis native city, 
Nashville, Tenn., to California, where he 
became connected in an editorial capacity 
with a San Francisco paper. Trouble aris- 
ing in Lower California, Walker headed an 
expedition to Senora. 

“The adverture did not, I belleve, pan out 
as successfully as had been anticipated, and 
Walker and his free lancers returned to 
San Francisco. 

“Ever ready to unsheath his sword, the 
“Gray-Eyed Man of Destiny,’ with 61 bold 
and adverturous spirits, embarked on the 
schooner Vest, and with fair winds arrived 
at Rialajo, Nicaragua. 

“At that point the army disembarked and 
marched Into the interior. Near Rivas they 
were attacked by a large party of natives 
and after a sharp confiict were compelled 
to take refuge in a church. There they 
barricaded themselves and a desperate fight 
followed, On the llth day of April, 1855, the 
little band of heroes made a dash from the 
church, scattered the besieging Chamoros 
like chaff before the wind and soon were 
masters of the situation. 

“The few veterans of the Nicaraguan ar- 
my now living in California meet annually 
in the Golden State on April 1 to celebrate 
the victory. I have had several invitations 
to attend these yearly reunions, but have 
never been able to respond. 

“With 100 others I sailed from New Or- 
leans to Grey ‘Town on the schooner Minnie 
Schaffer, in charge of Capt. Wilson. I went 
as correspondent of the New Orleans True 
Delta. 

“The vessel was crowded to her utmost 
capacity. The weather was beastly hot on 
the Gulf of Mexico, and we lay becalmed 
for several days. The men became dis- 
satisfied and mutinous. In the party we 
had ten or a dozen embryo prize fighters 
from Gallatin street, New Orleans, as bru- 
tal a lot of ruffians ‘as ever scuttled ship 
or cut a throat.’ 

“Those brigands succeeded in winning 
over quite a number of the men to their 
way of thinking and threatened to take pos- 
session of the schooner, land the officers

From an Interview With Mayor D.

ie OL. LEW CLARKE is as 


brave a fellow as you 

would find in a day’s walk. 

I remember well that after the battle 
of Massaya news was received by us 
that Grenada had been taken. We got 
our marching orders at midnight and 
reached the beleagured city about 8 

or 9 o'clock the next morning. 

“we soon forced our way in 
through the Guatemalans and reached 
the plaza. The enemy had barricad- 
ed the streets, and from a barricade 
facing us kept up a galling fire on 
our troops. It was evident that the 
barricade must go. Maj. Huff gave 
orders to make a dash for it, but the 
men held back. I joined Huff In try- 
ing to induce the men to move, but 

they wuold not budge. a 

“Suddenly two figures were seen to + 
leave our ranks and dasn across the 
open space towards the barricade. $ 
One of them was Lew Clarke. Every ° 
Guatemalan musket was turned on % 
those fiying figures. A perfect hail- 
storm of shot beat afound them, but 
none seemingly took effect and they 
had almost reached the enemy. 

“Our men, who had remained mo- 
tionless in the admiration of those 
daring spirits, with one loud cheer 
started across the plaza in the wake 
of the two leaders, and just as the 
two heroes reached the summit of 
the barricade our men were there. 

“A terrible fight ensued, but the 
Guatemalans were driven back and 
the bafricade taken, though not 
without considerable loss on both 
sides. That evening at muster Clarke 
was called from the ranks and pro- 
moted on the spot to a second lieu- 
tenancy.”’ 
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on the Iske of Pines and make a sortie into 
the Mosquito kingdom. 

“At the solicitation of the officers I went 
among the men and succeeded in quieting 
the disaffection. 

“When we arrived at Grey Town under 
the guns of three or four American and 
English vessels of war the Gallatin street 
contingent were put ashore and we never 
heard of them afterwards. 

“At Grey Town We were transferred to a 
small steamer and went up the Nicaragua 
River to Lake Nicaragua, where we were 
put on a larger vessel. This landed us at 
Granada, the headquarters of the army. 

“After floating around Granada looking 
at the rgany strange sights occasioned by 
the many wars and earthquakes in the old 
Spanish city, all persons not engaged in 
trade, myself among the number, were 
forced into the army. 

“TT was attached to Company A, First In- 
fantry, under Capt. McHenry, who raised 
the American flag over Cerro Gordo, Mex- 
igo. He was one of the bravest men I ever 
met, but a terrible disciplinarian, and the 
members of the company were all glad 
when he was promoted to the rank of ma- 
jor. Capt. Bell was then placed in com- 
mand. 

“Our wegiment, together with the First 
Regiment under Maj. Cal O'Neil, who was 
mortally wounded at the battle of St. 
George, was ordered to the volcanic town 
of Massaya. The original town of Mas- 
saya is said to have met the fate of Her- 
culaneum and was buried by lava over 350 
years ago. The present city, separated by 
a small lake, is situated at the foot of the 
volcano of Massaya, which, with the ex- 
ception of sending forth a blue smoke and 
an oceasional flame, has been behaving it- 
self of late years. I have walked over its 
immense lava beds for a distance of 10 or 

2 miles. 

“In skirmishing around Massaia I came 
across an old printing office, and as Maj. 
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COL. LEW A. CLARKE OF ST. LOUIS. 


O'Neill, who, had command of the post was 
an old friend of mine, I had no hesitatioa 
in asking him for permission to get out a 
weekly paper for the benefit of the camp. 
He consented and ordered a detail of two 
men to assist. The press was an old two- 
pull Ramag!, with stone bed and wooden 
plates, and looked as if 1t might have been 
used by Ben Franklin. The type was of the 
long primer size and nearly all italic. We 
got the press and type in shape and suc- 
ceeded in getting out the Massala Her- 
ald. Notwithstanding that it was only 
12 by 14 inches, all set up in italics, it met 
with instant success. 

“The paper lasted until we were forced to 
evacuate Massaia. The enemy demolished 
the types loaded it in their guns and shot 
it at us.

plantations, and also as a weapon in time 
of battle. It is certainly a powerful and 
effective weapon, and in the hands of a 
stalwart man, like the swords of the cru- 
saders, cuts from collar to brisket. I got 
a taste of one of them at Massala. Without 
warning a large force Of Costa Ricans, 
Honduranians and Guatemalans swooped 
down upon us in the night and we had to 
‘get up and get’ in a hurry. The enemy 
charging and fireing and we retreating and 
loading and firing. One of their cavalry- 
men, more brave or venturesome than his 
comrades, charged into a squad of us, cut- 
ting and slashing with his machete. He 

made on one slash at me. . I dodged, but not 


soon -enough to escape the point of the 
murderous weapon, as you will see from the 
Scar on my cheek. My assailant did not 
recover in time to deal another blow. A 
bullet from a musket in the hands of one 
of. our men dropped him to the ground, 
dead. 

“From Massala we fell back to Grenada, 
where we remained several weeks, and at 
which place Gen. Walker reorganized the 
army. 

“Soon after we were ordered, 1100 strong, 
to march on Massaia, where the enemy 
had massed its forces. It was evening 
when we reached Massaia and camped. 
Towards morning we charged on the town. 
driving the enemy out of the first plaza, in 
which quite a force was barricaded. They 
took refuge further on where the main 
army was intrenched. 

“The fight lasted until night end we did 
not succeed in dislodging the opposing 
forces. 

“Scarcely had we become comfortably 
fixed for the rest when scouts brought the 
intelligence that the enemy had sent a 
large force to attack Grenada: As only 
15 men had been left in Grenada the gen- 
eral gave orders to strike camp and march 
there. 


“We reached the outskirts of the town 
about 9 o’clock in the morning and found 
the enemy well barricaded and pouring vol- 
ley after volley at our men. But the al: 
lied army contained few good marksmen, 
so“that we escaped with the loss of a few 
men. A vigorous and determined charge 
forced them finally to retreat. 


“We followed to the main plaza where 
the greasers were strongly fortified and 
sent a murderous fire into our ranks. 

“Our weary and almost famished soldiers 
charged upon and leaped over the barri- 
cadecade, dislodged the enemy, of whom 
a great number were killed and captured. 
Granada -was ours. 

“Among the prisoners were two or three 
men who had been members of Walker's 
bodyguard. They were court-martialed 
and shot. 

“After several unimportant battles the 
army found itseM at Rivas, where we re- 
mained for sometime in peace and quiet. 

“Eventually the whole five States massed 


thelr forces, under command of Gen. Ca- 
nas of Costa Rico. 

“Meanwhile Walker’s army had become 
decimated from fever and desertion. Scores 
of men went over to the enemy on the 
promise that they would be sent home. 

“The siege of Rivera lasted for 4 days. 
During this time the men were compelled 
to subsist on three-quarters of a pound of 
mule meat a day. 

“The fighting was almost continuous and 
the loss to the enemy was very severe. 

“The most memorable engagement dur- 
ing the siege was April 11, 1857. 

‘The firing commenced at 4 o’clock and 
lasted till noon. When the smoke of bat- 
tle had cleared we found 500 dead among the 
greasers. Many dead bodies - had been 
dumped into wells. Their total loss in 
killed and wounded reached 1000. 

“The loss on our side was two killed and 
two wounded. Shortly after that battle 
word reached Gen. Walker that the ship 
Sea Bird with supplies was laying off the 
Pacific Coast. While making arrangements 
to cut our way through to the coast, Com- 
mander Davis of the United States Frigate 
St. Marys rode into Rivas and in the name 
of Uncle Sam took us prisoners of war. 

“At the time we were surrounded by 
4000 of the enemy. Commander Davis 
turned us over to Lieut, Walker and took 
Gen. Walker and his staff to the St. Marys. 

‘“‘When we laid down our arms to Davis 
we had only 81 men for duty, but when the 
others discovered the war was over 0 of 
the hospital contingent found strength to 
join our ranks and with 101 prisoners start- 
ed on the march through Costa Rica to 
Punta Arenas. 

“In our party was an old sailor named 
Mars who had spent many years of his 


xr 


life on whalers and coasters on the Pa- 
cific. He knew the history of every island 
and among others that of Cherique. 

“That island, so Mars learned, had been 
inhabited long years before by a tribe of 
very wealthy Indians. Golden images were 
invariably buried with the dead. We) were 
convinced that the riches of the isle of 
Monte Cristo were a mere bagatelle to 
those of Cherique. Lieut. McCormack 
granted us the necessary permission and 
we decided to investigate. To defray the 
expenses of the trip we took with us $3000 
in Nicaraguan scrip. 

“It was 4 o’clock In the afternoon when 
we left Punta Arenas, The beach was 
lined with people to see us off and bid us 
God speed on our voyage. 

“We had scarcely passed out of the bay 
when a black squall struck us. We would 
have foundered had not the Varqui Mora 
sent a lifeboat to our assistance. 

“On tte way we had _ several narrow 
escapes from sinking, and finally~ decided to 
turn back. It Is but justice to old Mars 
to state that his story about the hidden 


‘treasures was correct. 


“In passing through a town the women 
would run to the door and shout: ‘Ameri- 
cans, you robbed us of our fathers and 
brothers.* 

“Tt has been said that Gen. Walker made 
a mistake in allowing himself to be elect- 
ed President of the Republic. 

“I do not think so. The only mistake he 
made was in seizing the transit line and 
antagonizing Commodore Vanderbilt. The 
Commodore, to be revenged, furnished the 
enemy with arms, money and men. He 
also cut off our supplies and fndirectly pre- 
vented Walker from founding a great Re- 
public in Central America. 

“Lieut. McCormack chartered the barge 
Mora and took us to Panama, where we 
were met by. Commodore Paulding. He 
shipped us across the isthmus in coal cars 
to Aspinwall. There our men were as- 
signed to the frigates Cyane and Roanoke 
to be brought home. 

‘Mr. Foster, editor of the Aspinwall 
Courier and also correspondent of the 
New York ‘Times, got from Commander 


Robb of Cyane, to which vessel I was 
assigned, permission for me to remain. At 


Aspinwall my diary of all important events 
was stolen from me. With it I could have 
written a brief history of that memorable 
campaign, which I fear will never be writ- 
ten. From Aspinwall we went to Havana, 
thence to New Orleans. I was afflicted 
with severe chills and fever for a year as 
a result of my experiencé in Nicaragua. 

“Walker fitted out an expedition and 
sailed for Honduras, landing at Trixillo, 
Belize. There he was captured by am Eng- 
lish naval] officer, who turned him over 
to the Honduranian authorities. He was 
then taken to the beach and shot to death. 
The statement that he was killed in some 
other manner is incorrect. 

“Gen. Walker may have had his faults, 
but there never was a general more idolized 
by his soldiers.’

“Epilepsy, commonly recognized by the 
characteristic convulsive attacks, presents 
one feature that is peculiar to it, namely, 


the intensely emotional state that not rare- 
ly precedes the ‘fit’ that has received the 
appellation of the ‘pre-epileptic’ state. I 
have in view a male patient who, in meas- 
ured steps, would walk along the ward 
with both hands pointing heavenward, with 
head uplifted and eyes gazing into the far 
distance, in utter oblivion of his environ- 
ment—the entire attitude expressive of al- 
most superhuman ecstacy. When aroused 
he would depict to me, In glowing colors, 
the heavenly visions that had passed before 
him with almost tangible vividness, and 
would speak of the intenee joy Mling him, a 
joy that seemed not of the earth. 

“No better illustration of the unutter- 
ably blissful sensations during these mo- 
ments can be found than in the words of 
the noted Russian author, Dostoyeffsky, 
who was a confirmed epiteptic. Sophia Ko- 
valeffskoga, professor of mathematics at 
the University of Stockholm, Sweden, re- 
lates in her memoirs the circumstances of 
a visit paid by him to herself and sister in 
St. Petersburg. In the course of the con- 
versation he discussed hig malady quite 
freely and astounded the ladies by the bold 
statement that ‘no amount of money could 
induce him to part with a singie fit, be- 
cause of the unepeakable bliss encompassed 
in those pre-eplleptic moments.’

Obesity is largely a matter of tempera- 
ment. The fat man {fs not necessarily un- 
healthy. Some persons are born to be fat. 
As a genéral proposition it is a bad thing 
to, antagonize nature. Some families run 
to ‘flesh and some to muscle. It is so hard 
to change that inherent quality that we 
have to look upon the matter of tse treat- 
ment of obesity as a complex question. 
The nrere abstract matter of reduting flesh 
is simple enough with certain powerful 
remedies, but when this course is followed 
the general system usually has to pay for 


it. Nature will not stand trifilng with her 
prerogatives. 

In certain individuals certain articles of 
food will produce fat, but will not in others. 
The minute some persons begin to inter- 
fere with that complex process of nature 
they undermine their constitutions, weaken 
the heart and interfere with the’ nutrition 
of their vital organs. It Is not merely the 
abstract matter,of muscle In a man that 
produces strength. The heart, the liver and 
the various Other agencies must be rdady 
to do their share. Many stout persons 
take active exercise and get fat in spite of 
it, and yet show a good measure of health. 
This shows they were intended to be fat, 
and they should not interfere with natural 
causes. If they become so fat as to furnish
